Deputy Minister of Labor Speaks of 
Bearing of New Act on Pros- 
pective Labor Disputes • 



Ottawa, March 30. — ^The Montreal 
Witness says Lord Strathcona will 

retire from the position oC high com- 
mlsHloner for Canada, and that Sir 
Wilfrid Lauriei' is to take )i1m place 
and be raised to tlic peerage under tlio 
tiLle of Eord -Vlhabasca. "It is added 
lliat tlio Idea has beon favorably re- 
ceived by the friends and cpUejigues 
of the prime minister-., and by i repre- 
sentative men of all shades of political 
opinion, ' and that an Intimation, has 
beon received from England to the 
effect that such an appointment would 
be most acceptable to the British peo 
pie. 

Under a supplementary convention 
with the States there have been added 
to tlie list of olTences, applit-alile to 
either Canada or the States i'or which 
extradition may be a-sked, tlio follow- 
ing: Bribery, delined to be tlie offer- 
1^, giving or receiving of bribes made 
criminal by the law,3 of both coun- 
tries; OlTences, if mad6-,cvlrainal by. the 
laws of both countrles.ij-iigalnst a 
bankruptcy law. 

The operation of the. present regula 
tlons governing the disposition of fed 
eral coal lands in the four western 
provinces has beon suuponded.

Chicago, March 30. — Tho employees 
of the western railroads and the gen- 
eral managers aro nearer a settlement 
tonight than they have been sljico 
negotiations wore broken off several 
day.s ago. . As a result of conferences 
today between Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Knapp and Labor Com- 
mlsslonel NelU and railroad officers, 
tho employees have announced their 
willingness to meet tho managers in 
an effort to bring about a peaceable 
aidjustment of tlic trouble. A joint 
conference, it was said tonight, would 
bo hold tomorrow between tho oppos- 
ing interests In tho presence of tho 
government otilcers. The belief was 
expressed by men on botli sides of 
the controversy tliat ;l way out of tlio 
dlfllculty would be found. 

Mr. James' Opinion , 

Winnipeg, March 30. — A. E. Jtimes. 
general manager of tho Canadian 
Northern railway, has . returned to 
Winnipeg from Toronto. "I have been 
to Chicago, where I have geen keep- 
ing in touch with the situation there," 
lie said. "In Chicago all tho railways 
Interested are represented at the con 
ference by a sub-com'mittce of ten 
men. . , 

"With regard to 'the dispute that is 
now on, I really do not see how the 
men can refuse to arbitrate, and I am 
{lorsuaded that they will eventually 
see tho reasonableness of this course. 
I do not think there will bo a strike, 
for I believe that an amicable settle- 
ment will be arrived at before such 
measures are considered necessary. 

"If sucli a thing did occur it would 
bo a serious calamity to the whole 
country, for snme forty-one. roads 
would be tied up, which, it Is needless 
to say, would cause untold suffering, 
and the entire commercial life of the 
western courtry. would be- thrown' into 
disorder. 

"It Is my opinion that If the men 
refuse to arbitrate and ' go . out on' 
strike they will find public sentiment 
strongly against them." 

Mr. James further said that If a 
strilie occurred it would affect .all 
Canadian roads v/est of Fort William 
the same as across tho line.

tho joys of tho doUglstful climate and 
beautiful scenic surrounding.f bestow- 
ed by nature on this section of tho 
southern end of Vancouver Island. 

Clad In their gay spring attire, their 
spirits reflecting their feelings of 
pleasant anticipation, almost everyone 
at this time Viogins to discuss plans 
for tiio summer. Tlioreforc it is not 
out of place to endeavor to outline 
some of the recreations which are In 
store for tiio promotion of the pleasure 
of tho public of Victoria during tho 
ne.\t few months. 

Victoria Day Festivities 
Although, tlio '24th of May celebra- 
tion cannot properly be included 
among the features of summer time 
in this, city, yet in passing 11 is well 
to mention it, and to point out that 
those who have tho programme in 
charge have decided on two day.s* 
festivities and have also determined to 
ma'Ico tlie occasion one that will 
eclipse anytiilng of the kind in tiie 
history of Victoria. And judging by 
tlic enthusiasm witli which they have 
taken the jiroparations in hand there 
is little doubt but that their efforts 
will be crowned witii success. The 
2)th of Way, tho anniversary of tho 
birthday of the late Queen Victoria 
tho Good, is a day '■reveredt^jbyjj' all 
Britishers, a day during which' all'loy- 
al residents of the city delight in 
ontering into the celebrations provided. 
It is more than this — the day may bo 
accepted as the dividing line between 
spring and summer, for it is seldom 
indeed that tho weather after that 
date dors not permit all siiortsinen, 
and others interested in outdoor 
amusements, to follow their bent with- 
out any Inconvonlenco resulting from 
the elements. 

.Favorite Pastimes 
On that day tho yachtsmen, the 
canoeing enthusiasts, devotees of the 
launch and other aquatic sports arc 
seen indulging in their favorite pas- 
times to their heart's delight. And 
thereafter, In most 'instances, tlieymay 
bo found out almost every day — the 
yachtsman circling tlio "San Pedro" 
ijuoy and timing his craft In order to 
ascertain just wiiat his chances are In 
tho next' weekly race, the canoeist 
gracefully swinging in and out of tho 
sinuosities of the Gorge, and the 
launchmen causing tlio waters of the 
Gorge rapids to churn even more furl 
ously as tlicj' make their way to and 
Trom the most ijit tractive ofetho many 
lieautU'ul summer. f6flo¥t8 ih^aho vicin- 
ity of Yia\ov\&.3f;^l^J': '^.ltj.y:-,: : ■ ' 

Tlie, Gorge Parjjs^^ ' '- 
In this cohiiSctlon Jt ^ia'^^npropos to 
say- a ' Word' about tho improvements 
whlolii.tlieji'niaiiageiiicnt of the 13. C. 
Eloctrlc'"'rallway has undertaken for 
tho purpose of cnliaiicinK tlie ciiarms 
of the weil-lcnowu parlc situated on the 
Gorge. The company lias set .aside an 
acre or more of land for the utilization 
of a local Japanese syndicate, the 
members of which contemplate con- 
verting tho area into a miniature 
OricrJnl garden. Those who liave 
visited such places in the neighbor- 
hood of the summer resorts of Cali- 
fornia do not need any description of 
what is intended, for. It is asserted. 
tli2 same plans that have been adopted 
there will guide. the landscape garden- 
ers who have undertaken the work 
here. In a word, it is proposed lo give 
tp;, the .acre of land mentioned that in- 
deflnabie Oriental atmosphere which 
is'so attractlve, so fascinating, to the 
average Occidental. There will be 
small lakes, rivulets meandering down 
iiiliputian mountains, dainty arbors 
covered with Japanese herbage, and, 
to cap the clim.ax as it were, diarm- 
ing, petito .Tapanesn damsels serving 
tea and otlier afternonn relreslniicnts 
in bontlis of Jaiianese .-ircliitecture. 
Tlie picture which tills presents will 
add materially to the attractiveness of 
the Gorge parlc. 

Bathing Facilities 
But tliat is not ail in view for the 
augmentation of tlie facilities to bo 
obtained at tho park mentioned for the 
enjoyment of tlie idle summer liours. 
In' addition to tiio .raiiaiiese garden it 
is intended to increase tiie accommo- 
dation of the bathing ])avilions, so 
that the crowds in tiie habit of fre- 
(luentlng the spot for the ixurposc of 
indulging in a refresiiing swim maybe 
!jble to olitaiu the use of a room witli- 
out experiencing the vexatious neres- 
sity of awaiting the departure of a 
devotee of the same sport who may 
have been fortunate enough to arrive 
earlier. Arid, pdsslblj', the little wa 
torway which forms tho western boun 
daiy of the park, will bo bridged, thus 
adding to its beauty and permitting 
sightHcors to enjoy a pleasant stroll 
along the western side of tlie arm.' In 
sliort everything possible will lie done 
lo iirovlile for the enjoyment of those 
Iiatronizing the resort. Although it is 
scarcely proiiabie tiiat all the plans of 
the company, will materialize to tiie 
fullest extent this y(>ar, tliere is no 
doubt that in the course of a few years 
tlu! grounds in (luestion will ho the 
most .Mttractive in the neighborhood of 
tile city. 

other Sports 
In the foregoing only aquatic sjiorts 
have litipu dealt wllii. It Is unneces- 
sary to say that these amusi:,iieiits arc 
by no means the only ones availabU? 
in fi place where the faciillles for en- 
tertainment, especially during tin- 
suinnicr months, are so nunierous aiu^ 
diverslllod. Lawn tennis, jor in- 
stance, is a falvorito pastime. Already 
tho many carefully , trimmed lawns 
wUIch-are to bo scon among- the^resi- 
dohtlal sections are an' - uni;i'lstaItttblo 
Indication that "knights of tho 
iac<|uet" are beginning to look for- 
'.vard to the opening games of tho 
soiison and to pr(?|iare for as early an 
indulgence as pnssihlo. The lacrosse 
boys, loo, are beginning to turn their 
alteiitiiin towards the prospects of tho 
'lUmiiu.'r months and, doulidess, arc 
eiilertalnliig fond hojies of l>eing alilo 
to iilace a team in tlie provincial 
league which will be suMlcientiy strong 
to willistand the stalwarts of the 
mainland and bring once mor<- to Vic- 
toii.'i that much-coveted cup which re- 
prcHoiits tho championship of liritish 
('oliimbla. The first practice was hold 
on Good Friday and, although there 
was not a largo attendance, those who 
wore out handled their stlclcs with 



such spirit that -there seems to bo 
some reason to bellevo that Victoria's 
chances of success are ' roseate. Of 
'cricket, that grand old English game 
which is more popular among the nth 
Ictes of Victoria than In any other 
centre of western Canada, there is lit- 
tle yet to say. Players have not start- 
ed practice but have taken steps to 
have the Jublleo hospital grounds put 
In proper shape and soon, no doubt, 
will be found at- work In preparation 
for tho Pacltlc coast championship 
series which . occur later In the year, 
regularly every Saturday afternoon. ' 

Automobiling 
Automobiling Is a sport of compara- 
tively recent origin as far as Vic- 
torians are concerned. Within the 
past few years, however, it has been 
taken up with such g^/ito that the 
club'.s membership has jumped from a 
llguro in tho teons almost to the cen- 
tury mark. The organization meeting 
for lfl07 has been held and well at- 
tended, every nienibor being present 
and iiartlcipating in tho arrangement 
of plans for the season with an en- 
thusiasm vvhich augurs well. They 
intend - holding ' regular : and frequent 
club runs, making occasional trips to 
more distant points on tho coast and, 
perh.aps, on tho west coast of the 
Island; in fact, it is their determina- 
tion to indulgo themselves in this 
direction just as nuicli as their spare 
timo will permit, Aside from all this, 
howovor, local automobillsts have a 
pet scheme which promises to work 
out most satisfactorily. . 

New club IHouse 

Tho latter has been previously re- 
ferred to In those columns. Its object 
is the establishment of a suburban 
club house at some spot so situated 
that It will be possible for members 
to visit thei-o In tho course of an 
afternoon's outing, partake of some 
refreshment and, lncidentall.v, a little 
pleasant social intercourse before re- 
turning to town. Tliey are also 
anxious that the site of tills building 
sliould be on the waterfront so that 
tliose owning launches may make it a 
centre. If this project Is consummated 
along the lines indicated votaries of 
tho two sports mentioned will be able 
to conibiiie in tho enjoyment of tho 
privileges of the club as well as as- 
sist, linancially, in its maintenance. 
Site on Saanich Arm 
I'^or some weeiis tho executive of tho 
automobile club has been busy search- 
ing for some spot in such a location. 
These investigations have led to the 
conclusion that some point on the 
west side of .Saanicl'i Ann is the most 
desirable. Howovor, in order to make 
tiiat practical. It Is necessary that the 
projected new -road' connecting;; Cold- 
stream and the main road' to .Shawnl- 
gan lake and eliminating the neces- 
sity of surmounting tho mountains 
surrounding Sooke lake, should bo 
constructed. On that account, and Zq- 
cau.se tho undertaking would bo bejie- 
flclal to the community in gonosvil, 
menibors of the club are bend'^jig 
every energy to-ivards inducing jjie 
authorities to undertake tho inipro...e- 
ment. Until this point is decided i>. is 
understood the club will make no fUjr 
ther move in tlio direction of carrying 
out their project. 

Victorians Unselfish 

Victoria, however, cannot rightly bo 
termed a self-centred city. As v.jis 
slated at the outset,, its citiztjs. 
through the medium of the Vlctci-ia 
Tourist and Develoiiment associ-.itljn 
are doing everything possible to ci.n- 
voy to outsiders 'some Idea of »lie 
charms of the place during tlio suji- 
nier niontlis. Even now 11. CuthbwTt, 
the eatcriirising secretary of tiio *r- 
gaiiization, is making a tour of soutli- 
ern California for the purpose of til- 
ing those residing in that state of vlie 
bi.'uutlfully warm, yet ^noderate, \Ji- 
mato V Ith which Victoria Is blessed, of 
the reniarUably -nnbJftlrnaturaly'M^^ 
with which It Is 'surrounded,' aiiil" of 
the other attractions to be found In 
this country. From what has h^n 
heard his efforts are meeting -with 
success. All things considered, v,rhcn 
it is reniemliered that not only tho 
Tourist association but the far-reach- 
ing advertising organization of the 
Canadian Pacific Hallway company is 
being utilized for the puriiose of turn- 
ing the transient travel of America in 
llie direction of the coast. It S'jcms 
assured that Victoria will be invaded 
by oxcoplionally lai-ge nuinbor* of 
touiTsts from all parts during the next 
few months. 

Weekly Half Holiday 
There is only one otlier point bear- 
ing upon the plans for the summer 
season wiiicli might be mentioned iit 
this time, and that is the iiosslbllity 
of the r(!tall clerks obtaining the 
weekly half holiday, a custom wliicli 
came into vogue last year. Already 
it is understood the employees of dif- 
ferent local concerns have banded to- 
gothor with the; object In view of in- 
suring the granting' of this period lor 
recreation. With one or two OKcep- 
tions they h.ave obtained tho consent 
of the employers to grant them the 
privilege. Althougji the non-compli- 
ance of those referred to would 
necessarily render others concerned 
unwilling to close their doors to busi- 
ness on the afternoon of a week day, 
it Is hoped that as the summer ad- 
vances they may see their wiiv clear 
to fall In line, thus m;ilcing It possible 
for the clerks to liavc at h ast on(^ hall' 
day to tlieiiis(dves for Indulgiiig in anv 
of tiie pastimes aforementliHKMl or 
enjoying any oilier recreations which 
may be peculiarly to tlieir liking. At 
any rate the clerks hav(; not given up 
hope and fully Intend iirnseciillng their 
endeavors until they ha\e received 
dednite refusal or had Uielr endeavors 
crowiK il with success.

TEACHERS PETITION 

In connection with the recent re 
tpiost of the city teachers for an ad 
vanco. In salary, wliich request was 
termed- "a holdup" liy Trustee Jvowls, 
tho petition, as signed by practicallv 
all tho teachers, was as follows: 
"To the Chairman and i\remhL'rs of 
tho Board of School Trustees of 
the City of Victoria: 
"\\'e, the undersigned toaclun's of the 
schools of this city, respectfully sub- 
mit I'lu' tho earnest consideration of 
the board of school trustees the fol- 
lowin.g: 

"1. Tli.-it there lias been an admitted 
general incroai;(> in tlio cost of ii\-ing, 
iunoiintlng lo at least 2V> per cent. 

"-. 'fhat tills incrciise has been mot 
In other citiofi by a corresponding 
augmentation In tho salaries of their 
teaching staff. 

"3. That AMcloria lias nia.inlained a 
leading position In tlu^ r"-i)vince in tiio 
results of ediicillon, attributable to tiie 
labors of tlie ti.'acliing staff, and that 
to keep the pay at the jiresent low 
scale, as compared with other cities 
is' an unmerited reilectlon on their 
ca])aclty. 

"4. That the public IntercstBvrequiro 
an efficient tfidohers stafc,' and ''thati to 
induce adequate preparation for the 
school teaching service; a liberal scale 
of pay should be maintained. 

"We, therefore, beg rcs])octfuily to 
petition your board to make such in- 
crease In our* salaries UB tho jusUce of 
tho case demands," 



The Victoria society has completed 
arrangements wiiercby Miss Mario 
Hall the foremost woman violinist of 
the world, and Miss Lonle Basche, a 
pianist of wide repute, will provide the 
fourth concert of a very succc:,;-.ful 
season. Both these ladies are playing 
to largo audiences, in eastern Canada 
as tho following extract from tho To- 
ronto Mail »"3 Empire will show: 

Miss Marie Hall, the most notable of 
living women; violinists, (gave a recital 
at Massey hall laStirilght, and again 
proved hor wondfrf til 'virtuosity. Her 
personal appearance had altered. She 
iiad attained dignity of hearing. 
Though she was still the thin little 
creature witli the wonderful tone and 
a bowing arm of Iron fibre, it was as 
a well-groomed British maiden that 
slie appeared before tho Toronto pub- 
lic last night. Many stories liavo boon 
circulated by press agents as to tho 
circumstances under -which she came 
before the public .as iian..artl8te. She 
has been depicted'fai'varii/llhpoverished 
child playing on the streets of Bristol, 
whose genius attracted the attention 
of a musically-informed philanthrop- 
ist. The actual facts about Miss Hall 
are that she wns born in Nuwcastio- 
on-T>ne in the year IRSl, and at a very 
tender age niaiiifested extraordinary 
musical talent, particularly for the 
violin. Her father, seeing the direc- 
tion hor tastes had taken, liiinsolf be- 
ing an enlluislast Ic violinist, under- 
took her early musical education, and, 
after she had been well grounded ..in 
tho elementary rules of the art placed 
her under the care of Miss Hlldegard 
Werner. Shortly after this, having 
reached , that stage where her teacher 
could show her nothing she had not 
already learned, she went to Birming- 
ham, "Where she studied under Jlax 
Mossel, a favorite pupil of Ysaye, for 
two years. At the expiration of this 
time, she gained a scolarship at the 
no>'al Academy, by which, for llnanclal 
reasons, siie was unable to profit. At 
this juncture, friends caino to her res- 
cue, and, througli tlielr generosity 
slie was enabled to stud.v under Kriise. 
Some timo after this sho iiad an op- 
portunity to pluy before Kubelik, who 
was much struck with her style, and 
strongly recommended her to go to 
Sovclk, at Prague, whom he consid- 
crod to, be tho greatest of living teach- 
ers. Acting upon ■ his advic?, she stud- 
led under Sevcik for about 18 months, 
practicing ton hours a day, and while 
there made immense jirogi-ess. Her 
master was very kind and attoutlve to 
her, and lesson time sometimes lasted 
four hours. ^ 'wl-iM':: J ' ' 

At the clo.sing concerts; held ' In the 
Prague Consorvatorlum, she performed 
that mountain of difficulty, Ernst's F. 
Sharp Minor Concerto, which the 
audience received so enthusiastically 
that sho was recalled 25 times. i\Iiss 
Hall has a little brother, who as yet 
is a child. As ho also displays a pre- 
dilection for the violin, and sliows 
much genuine tiilent, she has hopes of 
sending hi in to Prague, to study under 
her former teacher. 

The above facts were furnished to 
the writer by a gentleman conversant 
with her career, and are certainly 
much more- consistent with the ele- 
gance of her style as an artist than 
the_;.ma,ny< romances :WhIch have - for 
tjlffj pjlst':.t>vo ,' ot threo "yeaia Jbeen cir- 
culated about -her. . • •■:

A NEGLECTED BY-^LAW. 

■ Tho attention of tho Colohist^ has 
been called to the fact that tho by- 
law asain.st expectoration lu public 
places Is largely Ignored, and that the 
police pay no attention to violations 
pC It. This ought not to be. Such a 
by-law Is an excellent one and in many 
cities is frigidly • carried' Into elTect. 
There are place.s In this city. which .are 
simply foul because men congregate 
there In large niinibcr.s a,nd , exjieclor- 
atc freely. It is. not nocciis.iry to say 

■ •where such-places are, IjcfuuHt^ wcry 
one will call tovnilnd sevrriU oC iiicin. 
/' They are ;danger spotp. Tlioro is no 

'■ use' In' attemptlng^to Idlsgulsoi.thla fact. 
' Physicians" are agreed that 'much of 
the Uibcrculosl.'j, which arCocts man- 
kln<l, due to such a caiisp. It can 
easily be prevented. It has been 
stopped, as far as the interior -of 
street cars Is concerned; but it still 
prevails on the steps, and tlieso are 
really more neces.sary to be protocUHl 
than the interior. A lady went .through 
one of tho principal. .London stroet.s 
allowing her dross to. trail! a little on 
t^e sidewalk, doing so expregsly that 
an analysis might be made of wliat 
collected upon it. This showed that the 
Borms wore innumerable- and a very 
large proportion of tlieni were tlioHO 
of tuberculosis. His Worship the 
Mayor, who -has been appealed to in 
the' premises, docs not seem tb regard 

. the matter of vorj- groat Importance. 
The habit of oxpcctoi'ation lSl.a"U8.q- 
less one, as well a.s injurious to the 
person, Indulghig in it and everyone 
el.sS,:, It is a habit pure and simple, 

..,.ana^a;'4man,;.c^^^ himself of it If 

^|i)Iio^y{^ts to. People:. who Indulge In, 
i^ouifht to be convinced that they will 
have to stop it, or suffer tho conse- 
quences of a violation of the by-law. 
A Chinaman was once arrested In this 
city and fined for the offence ;.;.-but 
tlic arrest of a Chlhalman doea-^'rnofc 
moan very much to a ^yhlte man. It 
liap been suggested that, the way to 
Impress upon citizens tho fact tha£ the 
Tby-law exists and must be respected 
Is to arrest some person of prominence, 
■who, Indulges in this reprehensible 
hiblt. This Is a good Idea, and , we 
cornmend it to tho attention of the. 
Mayor. There is a certpin big-b muni- 
cipal dignitary, well known and highly 
esteemed by His Worship, who upon 
on& occasion, whenjthls-matter waa bo- 
-In^'fllscussed, said that he always ih- 
duiged in it when he smelled an of- 
fensive odor. Probably His Worship 
will recall the name of this gentleman, 
and if lie does so, wo are very suro 
that if he would point him out to th.2 
police.and direct his. arrest on }.he very 
first' occasion In' which -ho . .violated the 
by-law, the public would have a 
demonstration of the fact that what 
the City Council ordains mu.st l)o re- 
I garded with respect by all sorts and 
conditions of men. 

MUST CANADA FIGHT. 

Brigadier General Otter at a military 
dinner in Toronto said that he looked 
forward to a time when Canadians 
would have "to light lilvc tho very 
devil" to defend their country from an 
Invading foe. He bases his belief upop 
tho fact that wc have such a beauti- 
ful and rich country that some ambi- 
tious nation will certainly want to dls- 
possea us of it. General Otter prob- 
ably does not know anything more 
about the matter than any one else, 
hut being military, he is doubtless only 
lieeping within his rights In advising 
" UK in peace to prepare for war. What 
the future has in store for our country 
caimot be forecasted wUli any degree 
of accuracy,,' but it is difficult to see 
at the present time any nation with 
whom we aro'cver likely to h•^ engaged 
war. The only one that ; inight 
want Canada Is the Unlte'd States, 
but there is no reason to fear a war 
of aggression from tliat ciuartor. There 
Is nothing in Canada, which the United 
States wants that , cannot bo secured 
much better by peaceful ncgot'aiion. 
While the notion that "manifest des- 
tiny" gives tho whole continent to tlij 
republic Is an item In the polilical 
creed of nearly every man, wonja'i ;t.U(i 
child In the United Slates, all thlnK''!ii,' 
people in that country look upo i lis 
presbi'it area as quite big -enough for 
the time bblng at -"least. What may 
happen bye and bye tliey do not con- 
cern themselves about. It i.s conceiv- 
able that commercial interests might 
prompt a demand, that; all trade bar- 
riers between the; twp^ countries should 
be removed, and, falling tho assent ot 
Canada to such an .'arrangement, force 
mighc be resorted to, but such a jioh- 
slbillty is exccodln.trly remote. II. 'n:'' 
wo regard the probaljllltios ot war with 
our so\lthorn neighbors (js not worthy 
of consideration. Np'-European power 
could oyer hope, to offo'ct a lodgment 
In Canada, or to maintain a footliold 
here If one .should be, by sonic miracle, 
obtolncd. As In the case of the United 
States, It Is conceivable' that'ijaprij^^ 
In piirsuance of her colonizotloh ^iilcas 
might thinl- It v/orth while to .attempt 
tho con<iuost of Ciinada; but this also 
•Is hardly wltliin tho range of prob- 
; ability. Japan may do anyllilng, Iml 
It Is scarcely worth while for General 
Otter to sharpen his sword upon ii, 
grindstone In anticipation of a Japan- 
ese invasion. 'Therefore wo hardly 
Bharc In his anticipations ot having to 



tight "Ilko tho very devil," who by the 
way was singularly unfortunate In the 
outcome of tho only war in. which he 
Is alleged to have been engaged. This 
does not mean tiiat Canada ought not 
to maintain a strong inllltia, .and be 
re;idy for war, if war sliould unfor- 
tunately come, 'We are a part of the 
British Empire, an Empire that l3 co- 
terminous with almost every country 
in the world, and we ought as citl/icns 
of that Empire to remember that Its 
frontiers everywhere are ours and bo 
ready to do our part towards defend- 
ing them. 



PAY OF TEACHERS. 

Tho request of ' the city school; teach- 
ers fbr siich an increase in salaried 
"as the justice oC the caso demands" 
deserves tho best possible consider- 
ation. II. ought not to bo dismissed as 
:a :;Vhoia-up." The teaching -profession 
Is'^uhaerpald proportionately to other 
lines of-lndustry, and thQfe:'s no use 
in alleging otherwise. Sufficient Im- 
portance is not attached to the desir- 
ability of securing efClclent tcaehors, 
who will consent to remain in the pro- 
fession, and not sliuply regard it as 
a stepping; stone to something bettor. 
We Have too few men teacho'rs, and the 
donciency will never be remedied until 
it Is made worth while for ;i young 
man to deoido to devoio his life to 
teaching. To do this salaries must bo 
high enough to enabli! men to marry 
and bring up families. The idea en- 
tcrtalnejl by somo people that dijiy. per- 
son, who can hoar a. child repeat a les- 
son or can correct sums in arithmetic 
and mistakes in spelling is lU for a 
teacher Is a ' great .error. One might 
almost say that these are the least 
Important requlromonts. They are ot 
course essential, but It is immensely 
more Important that a teacher .should 
be a person capable of developing 
childnni into ;;i>o(1 cllizoiiH. AVitli aM 
due rcsiioi't to I,\cl,\- tcucliers, f(ir wlio.si,, 
educational wo^'lc the Colonist has the 
highest regard, a boy .should' at somo 
time during his school days be under 
tho Instruction of a ni.in; and the man 
ouglit to Ijo one, wlio can implant 
luanly ideas In the lad's mind. A lady 
teacher Is constitutionally unable to do 
this. To get men of tiio right stamp to 
to bpcomo teachers, and, wliat Is ot 
gr,e'aier|l|mpwtance, to remain teacKors 
good' salaries' ought to be paid. As to 
lady teachers, .. tlioy have the .same 
work to do with girls as men have with 
boys, and experience only can lit them 
to - do It - properly. . Hence they also 
should bo paid salaries which will not 
oid.v attract them to the teaching pro 
fession, but lead them to remain in 
it. An idea prevails that no married 
Vfoman ought to be a school teacher. 
We do,not believe in It. We have not 
said anything, about the justice of 
the teachers request,,' as,ftba;sed^upo^ 
the increased cost of living, but-surely 
this calls for no argument. It is more 
expensive to live In A^lctoria this year 
than It was last year,, and at the, rate 
wages are goingi-up ;ln;. alrnost-;ievery 
line, it is not oasy tb.see l\ow the-fcost 
can .be reduced.'- Railj"'er is It^rUkeiy 
that it will go yet higl'.or. .

and Fort William not far behind. .Vic- 
toria comes thirteenth on the list, lia-v- 
Ing been surpas.Mcd not only by tho 
cities named bui, al.so by Slooso Jaw 
and Brandon. Our ngurcs were $C)90T> 
300,, which are in excess of Halifax, 
and also In 'cxcess of tho nggrogato re- 
turns from the (hreo New Brunswick 
cities and tho one Prince Kdwavd'H 
Island city in the list. Tlie nutnlier oC 
building erected in Victoria was 115, 
of which 107 were dwolllng.s. It will 
seem to roost people that the values 
put upon these wa.s low, for tlio 30 
one-storey frame buildings are put at 
an average cost of $1,305, the one-and- 
a-half storey buildings at an average 
of ?1,900, and the two-storoy dwelllngB 
at an average of $3,200. These figures 
aro from the report of the Building lu- 
spector find they certainly aro not 
padded.

A London despatch says tliat a sen- 
sation has been created in that city by 
the publication of a statement in. tho 
New York Evening Post to the .'effect 
that Ambassador Bryce visited Ot- 
tawa as the/rcpresentativo ot Mr. Hoot, 
Uiiited States Secretary c;' State, and 
tliat his ml.s'slon was to offer Canada a 
big bribe to walk out of the British 
lOmplre. The 'Mew < York paper does 
!io"t usually indulge in "yclloW" Jourh- 
ali.sni, but it is flamljoyant in the sug- 
gestion referred to. One would sup- 
pose that the transfer of half a conti- 
nent from tho Brilish,jEmpIre;, to the 
United States was a matterj/that cduld 
hardly be settled byji"twb'~ gentlemen 
meeting together ^.ibr^afjf'ew minutes 
conversation, and the Post shows Its 
lack of eomprchonslon ot Canadians 
ami Canadian sentiment, if it .supposes 
for a moment that ilessrs. Bryco and 
Root could arrange any such ^ thing. 
The London Standard thinks the r>t;o- 
posal an amazing one. It is quite too 
amazing for serious consideration, 

A Washington despatcli to the Mont- 
real Star says that Mr. Bryce and Ulr. 
Root are very close to an agreement 
for tho settlement of flf toon' (questions, 
wliieh ■'are V alleged "tq b''e';open between 
Canada and the United States, and that 
"unless CaniHla adopts a militant 
course" I'ley Avill be ^:ettlo(l very soon. 
Wo hardly know what is meant ny "a 
militant course." It It is that tho Br'- 
tish government propcsos to settle 
those matters out-of-liand, unless Can- 
xda protests, wo have only to say that 
wo do not believe it. At the same time 
Canada is not likely to place any ob- 
stacles In the way of a determination 
of all outstanding issues between the 
two countries. The Dominion govern- 
ment will Insist upon Iji'lng consulted, 
and we do not imagine for a moment 
lliat the Imperial government will at- 
tempt to act without audi a consulta- 
tion. We think that both tho above 
suggestions may be classed as absurdi- 
ties.

It Is Ciisy to see wli.'.t a strain this 
must put upon the financial situation, 
and tho fact that fOY/ failures, and none 
of any importan'ce, ' are reportoii, 
s]ioal;.s volomes for the sli'.bilily of 
business in our nelElihor .state. It 
seems also verj' plain on the face of 
the facts, that when once the railways 
delivered their goods the strain will be 
removed. The injury done to business 
In tho United States, because the prln- 
ipal railway managers were jllaylng 
Willi stoek.s in Wall Street Instead of 
iittending to tlie iiiislness . of their 
roads is incalculable.

Sir, — I am sure that all who are Interest- 
ed In the. matter of education will lieartUy 
coiigratnlate the government upon the step 
It lias taken toward the reali?;ntlon of a 
British Columbia Uulver.slty.

University," will lie awaited with very 
keen Interest indeed. .In retcrcnco to the 
icsolntlon before the Vlctordn -School ilioard 
(which was so ruthlessly dealt with) I wish 
to pnii't out that the purpo.so of the said 
resolution was to bring Into existeucc lui- 
aiediately "a provincial university," and 
thus the province would bo free from luo 
control of anv outside institution. It is 
iidnilttcd that the oulv thliiK necessary at 
the: present time would be the passage of 
sio.-h IcRlslallou coufcrrliiK uikjii the "Royal 
Iiistltnte of I,eariilii^''' ilCKree ^'ivliij; l>ow- 
erci. 1 iM-;;ued at the recent iiicellii;; of 
llie board that wo, had the three essential 
features of in university, namely. 

1. The; Bdyal'- Institute for the Advance-

'I ho Krowth 3f organized labor In 
KnKlancl and America and the transl- 
tlon of trade union.s Ironi outlawed 
criiTilnal conspiracies to powerful law- 
ful organizations present an important 
chapter in tho world'.s history, and it Is 
interesting to compare the IcRai status 
of orBanizod labor today with tho suc- 
ooshIvo stages which have marked its 
l^roKress for almost two centuries. 

feinoo the recoKiiltion of tho right o£ 
laborers to organize for mutual pro- 
tection, by tho adoption of the English 
-statute of 1824 (St. 5 Geo. IV., c. 95), 
there has been a continuous strugsle 
for supremacy between employer and 
employee; and while legislative bodies 
In tho United States and tho other 
civilized countries have made com- 
mendable efforts in recent years to 
establish an equitable relationship be- 
tween them, tho lack of uniformity of 
the stntulos and decisions on the .sub- 
ject renders it one of tlio most un- 
settled branches of tho law. 

For much valuable Information In 
this connection we are much IndobteJ 
to Judge Alton B. Parker's treatise on 
•'L.abor Unions," published In the 
Cyclopaedia of Law and Procedure 
(Cyc), which not only traces tbe'legral 
history of organlzeaMabor froip;lta, in- 
ception, but also clearly analyses the 
law of this subject as U Is now rocog- 
nized by tho courts throughout the 
country. 

It appears that the prosecution ot 
united laborers dalci back to 1721 (i!4 
Cyc S17), when tho "Journeymen 
Tailors" of Cambridge were found 
guilty of conspiracy among themselves 
to raise their wages, and upon which 
occasion the court held that while It 
was the privilege of an individual to 
demand that his wages bo increased, it 
several met for the same purpose it 
was illegal, and the members of tho 
union wlio had organized to raise 
wages were guilty o£ conspiracy. From 
that time this harsh rule was reooK- 
nized. as the law of England until the 
act of 1824, above referred to, was 
passed, which as amended In 1S25 by 
6 Geo. IV., c. 129, repealed all former 
statutes so far as they iirohiblted the 
organization of laborers for their mu- 
tual advantage. 

The old Knglish rule was followed in 
tho United States during tho early part 
of tho nineteenth contur>:, and tho 
combination of -workmen to ralJe their 
wages and prevent tho employment ot 
non-union men was held In several 
cases to constitute a criminal conspir- 
acy. Now York, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg were at that time the hot- 
beds of trade unionism, and a number 
of bitterly contested cases are reported, 
Tvlilch resulted ..unfavorably to tho 
cause of unionism. Notable among 
these was the case of the Journeyman 
Cordwainers, Yates Sel. Cas. (N. Y.) 
114, tried in 1809 at New York city, 
when It was held that a body of Cord- 
wainers were Builty of forming them- 
selves Into an "unlawful club and 
combination" and of arlopting "unlaw- 
ful by-laws, rules and orders among 
themselves, and thereby Boverning 
thomselvos and. other -workmen in their 
art"; and "not being content to v.'orlc 
at the usual rate and prices for which 
they and other workmen and journey- 
men were wont and accustomed 
work, falsely and fraudulently con 
spired unjustly and oppressively to 
augment the wages of themselves and 
the other workmen, and unjustly to 
exact and extort great sums of money 
for their labor and hire in the said art, 
mystcrv, etc."; and "that the defend- 
ants had conspired not to work for any 
master or person who should employ 
any workmen who should break any 
of their by-laws unless such workmen 
should pay to the, club such sum as 
should be agreed upoja as a penalty 
for the broach of such unlawful rule--5, 
and that they did In pursuance of .such 
conspiracy refuse to work for James 
Corwin and Charles Aimes bccau.se 
they did cmplov one Edvv'ard AVhitoss, 
a cordwainer who had broken one o£ 
such rules and refused to pay S2 as a 
penalty." That they also "attempted 
to deprive and hinder the said Wliilcss 
from following his said art, and did 
greatly impoverish hlni." While a con- 
■viction for conspiracy was secured in 
this case, tho nominal fine imposed ($1 
and costs) and the remarks, made,, by 
His Honor Mayor Clinton' in.-' passing 
Judgment, characterizing the offence as 
one comniltted through Ignorance of 
the law- rather than with any unlawful 
Intent, foreshadowed the turn in public 
sentiment towards union labor which 
occurred shortly thereafter. 

.Subsoquent to the enactment of the 
I^nglish statutes of 1S24. tho courts 
and legislatures of tlio United Slates 
who had theretofore been disposed to 
follow the law ot tho mother country, 
broke -iwMv from ancient , precedent, 
p.-it^'-w-ti iuiincr(.nis laws legalizing .labor 
union", and extended the power thereof 
to such an extent .that, the; situation 
reached the other-extremoi .and giant 
labor finding Itself free, set about by 
every possible means to make its 
strength . felt througllout the country. 
Its political power became tremonilni.s 
and was roncctod in the acts of the 
various legislatures, which seemed de- 
lorminnd to extend beyond all reason- 
able bounds the libcrllcs of united 
labor. . , ,. 

As a •consenuenco, strikes, Ijoycotts, 
picketing, persuasion and modorato 
intimidation w<M'e recommended a.s 
loritimate moans of enforcing tho de- 
mands ot organized labor, and em- 
ployer.s ot non-union workmep were 
left to shift for themselvps.i vin- ex- 
tending the rights ot wage-earners a 
corresponding check was placed upon 
the employers thereof. 

Combinations ot capital for its bet-- 
tor protection against tho powerful 
organization of workmen wore declared 
illegal by legislatures and tho courts, 
and for a time the pendulum of tho 
law swung far towards tlio, labor 
unions, and it Is of comparativel y re- 
cent dale that it started towards tho 
point whore lies equal justice to all 
parties at Interest— organized labor, 
non-union labor and employer. Prob- 
ably the first backward movowient 
regarding unions , was; taken: When ^ In 
tho famous Debs caSe the United 
States court granted -an injunction 
against trespass and the use ot force, 
WhiCb was quickly followed by other 
courts: and since that date the In- 
Jlinqtion writ has become a powerful 
weapon in tho hands ot cnPita. in 
holding organized labor within the 
limitations ot llio law. 

It l.s now well settled in America, and 
England that "a person has the right 
to work for and with whom hi! jdeases, 
.-ind that bo. may, by lawful moans, 
secure employment for himself or 
another, and what he may legnlly do 
■■ilono lie may (•onihlne with others to 
do " On the other hand, "an employer 
Ims'equal right to employ, or continue 
or discharge from his employment.

whom he pleases, and to manage, con 
trol and use his property and conduct 
his business in any manner satlsfac 
tory to himself." .(24 Cyc, 818-819). 

While tho rule is uniform that wage 
earners have the right to organize for 
tho purpose of promoting their wel- 
fare, elevating their slaminrd of skill 
advancing !ind maintaining wages, fix- 
ing the hours ot labor and the rate of 
wages, the limitation.s set upon their 
actions in tho accomplishment of these 
purposes vary in the different states. 
They must proceed only by lawful and 
peaceful moans. They may refuse to 
woric for any particular employer 
whose terms are not .satisfactory, o 
whoso actions \ylth respect to apprep 
tlcos or thg -.employiheht of> ,h6ri-|union 
labor are otijectionable. Thls- rlSRt^ 
however; docs not carry with It 
licence to make war on non-union 
laborers or illegally interfere with 
their rights and privileges, although 
they may prohibit their members from 
working in places where non-union 
labor is employed and "where they are 
not ujider contract to render services 
for a specified timo, the members of 
the lator union may unite in refusing 
to work for an employer ,'who, afttr 
notice, continues -in- .his empJoymoTttt 
one who is not a member of thdlr 
society or who Is a .member of a rival 
organization." (24 Cyc, 821). But it 
is unlawful ' 'when such -action Is de- 
signed to coerce a non-union man to 
become a member of its society and 
como under Its rules and conditions, 
or to deprive him of an opportunity to 
labor. 

To what extent labor organizations 
may proceed In tho protection of tholr 
members -by preventing others from 
entering tho omploynient of their 
abandoned employers also varies in 
the different states; but the general 
rule appears to bo that while they may 
persuade others not to take their 
places, they cannot resort to force, in- 
timidation or tliroats for tha purpose 
of gaining this end. 

Ono of the most common charges 
made against striking trado unionists 
Is that of intimidation, and what con- 
stitutes intimidation Is an unsettled 
question which must be determined In 
each case from all the circumstances 
attending it. Str.'kers have the right 
to discuss -with new employees the 
question whether the new employees 
should take their places; they have 
tho right to persuade them if tliey can, 
but they have no right to use force or 
violence to intimidate the new em- 
ployees, "Tho now employees have 
tho right to come and go' as they 
please, without fear of molestation and 
w'thout being compelled to discus^ 
this or any other question. -and -with- 
out being guarded or picketed; and 
persistent and -continued , objectionable 
persuasion by. numbers Is of .Itself in- 
timidating and not allowable." Union 
Pac B Co. V. Kuef, 120 Fed. 102 (2- 
Cyc.iSSX), ■So also "the use ot actual 
violenco, such as assault and battery 
or tho assembling in large numbers at 
or near tho works of the employer, ac- 
companied by Jeering and Heoil'iK ';-n<J 
the use of vile epithets w illegal. .^4

This form of intimida- 
tion is .sometime,s accomplished '_ by 
what is termed "picketing," and while 
it has been hold by the courts th.at tho 
mere stationing of persons near the 
premises of another for the purpose of 
obsorvlng and obtaining information, 
orMfO?' lite purpose of using orderly 
and peaceful persuasion witli those 
willing to listen, does not in itself eon- 
tltute intimidation it done in a peace- 
ful manner, it has been repeatedly 
decided that tlic keeping ot patrols in 
front or near by the premises of the 
employer to prevent others from en- 
tering his sci-vicc, is illegal. The doe- 
trlnn thnt there niiiy be a moral In- 
timidation which is illegal, announced 
by tlie Supremo Court of Massachu- 
setts. In Vegelahn v. Gtintnor, 1G7 
Mas.s. 92, was among tho first jualciai 
stops In this country towards overturn- 
ing tho rule permitting peaceful 
picketing, and 'Was a forerunner ot a 
later rule that there can be no such 
thing -as "peaceful piclcetiiig" and 
con.sequenllv that all picketing is il- 
legal, in tho case ot the Clilcago Ty- 
pothetae v. FranlUin Union No. 4, af- 
hrmed in 220.111. SHf. (24 f^YC. S:!!!) 
Justice Hand .faid: "The citl'.!en, wlion 
ongiiged in lawful pursuits, must be 
accorded tho right to .walk the inib- 
lic streets of our cities and our coun- 
try highways in absolute aocurlty and 
to 'go to and return from.,hls; liome an(J 
place of Inislness or employment J Witllr, 
out bel»g interfered with; To .follow 
him, tO'vspy. after,^:hlni,'{i'td stop hlrti 
and threat(in.>',himi'.'to':;ptit,i.hIm in fear 
to intliiiiaate-'hlm Vor e^^^ him are 
alike unla'w^ul.-'Ititlmldatlon, and co- 
ercion are relative terms. Wiiat would 



put In fear a timid girl or weak 
woman or man mlghti not. .terrorize tho 
strong and resolute.-.. Ali;;'ara alike on- 
titled to the protection of tho law" 
even stronger language was used by 
Judge Mcl'herson in Atchison, etc. 
R. Co. V Gee, 189 Fed. 582, 584, in 
wiilch he declared: "There is and 
can be no such thing as peaceful 
picketing, any more than there can 
lie cliaste vulgarity, or peaceful mob- 
bing, or lawful lynching." 

If the precedent hero sot should bo 
generally followed. It Avould bo a sev- 
ere blow to . unionism, and labor or- 
ganizations should remove the cause 
which prompted these unusually strong 
declarations of the loarntd Judges be- 
fore, tlio -'right of picketing is univcr- 
sally' denied them. - The trade unionist 
:Ja,^a8^;a.- rule a, fa.lr-mlnded,. intelli- 
gent member of society who recogni- 
zes ailffi 'respects Vhp law, iind while

I would sooner I 
travel, however, a.g I always foci all i 
right outside." I

until the weather moaeratcd tho old 
fellow .stated that it would kill him. 
He could not stand the confinement.. "I 
must go on," he remarked.

IIc states that he 
lias no destination in view, but that 
ho is merely on his way.

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Provincial Government Receives 
Many Petitions Anent Lord's 
Day Act 



Althougli no decision lias yet been 
reaciicd by the provincial government 
In rcapoct to the onforcenient or 
otiiervviso of tlie Dominion Lord's Day 
act. the question, incniicr McBrido 
states, is under serious consideration 
and some autlioritatlvo pronouncement 
of tho policy to bo adopted may lie 
ervpectcd In the course of a few days. 

Tho matter at present is in statu 
tiuo. .(Vttornoy-Oeiieral Fulton is in 
receipt of 11 largo number o£ petitions, 
both for and against tho stringent 
appllcfttlon ot the measure mentioned. 
These' are dated from almost every 
point In; the; province, clearly demon- 
stratirigf,^tlie-igfetiieral interest whicii Is 
evinced * In " tlie " enactment and tiie 
widespread division of opinion in re- 
gard to tiie advisability of an en- 
forcement of tlio act. 

These petitions, when compared, 
would appear to show that the pre- 
ponderance of opinion is in favor uf 
the non-eiiforcemcnt of tlie act in this 
section of tlie W(>st. Aitlioimh no olll- 
cial Ktaleinoiit has been made, it is 
under.stood, from informatlou rocelvcd 
from roliabU: (iiiartci-s, lliat tlirrc nro 
at least live slprnatiircs re(|uesting tlia t 
tlio government allow mutters lo re- 
main as at present, against one peti- 
tioning tho alternative proposition. . 

In the meantime' tli eresldonts of 
the 'difforont communities cohtlnuc to 
act on tlio Lord's day as,,th.6ugli there 
were no'logal hindrance to their free- 
dom of action in certain directions.

Tlinsowho 
have studied tlio provisions of the 
Lord's Day act and wiio, while enjoys 
iiig a Sunday li. the country or neigii- 
boring i)leaKuro , resorts fishing or 
hunting, are unbiased,, express them- 
selves as indifferent 'as toWhether it 
Is dccldcd'to onfoj-co the act or take 
tho altorriatlvo action: ■^■ ''They assort 
that the nioftsurcwill not, to any ma- 
terial extent, interfere with i;i':-!r Vi'o- 
erties. Its principal provisions they 
contend are aimed iit tlio stores .dm. 
other pul)lic resorts wiiieh are open 
for business on Sunday, at those who 
are' in the liabit of arranging rocrea- 
tion.s and entertainments, to wiiicii an 
admission is charged, on the s;ime 
day, and, last, but not least, the pub- 
lication of the Sunday newspaper.

UnlcK.s the steamboat agents of the 
old country adopt some other method 
lliiui tiiiit in vogue at present, British 
Columbia, or tor tliat matter Canada, 
will have to wait many years l)ofore 
the country Is Kiven ail the settlers 
rcriuircd. Such Is the opinion of John 
l_!rowu, numager of the Capital Fur- 
niture company, who returned a lew 
diivs ago from a visit to tlic old,' land. 

"During my trip." said Mr. Brown, 
"I made careful emiulrics regarding 
the immigration (luostlon, and from 
the InfornKitloii I secured the steam- 
lioat agents aro largely responsible for 
the small number of immigrants com- 
ing to Canada. While in London 1 
called on practically all tho agents 
and made enQuirles regarding the pas- 
.sago to Canada, the conditionH of the 
country and ,tho amount of money re- 
quired before a 'person could laud. 
\V;ithOUt' exception I was recommend- 
c'd ^to" take iiassage via tho tlnitpd 
Ktates. I was greatly struck with tlie 
dl.siidvantagcs that this recommenda- 
tion proHented to the people and I can- 
not undor.sland why it is that the 
agcnt:^ recommend the American lines 
over tliose operating between llaiiCnx 
and I^iverpool. The latter route 1 
shorter, and tho boats arc as good if 
not better than those going to tlio 
States; but" still tlic agents rccom 
mend tlio .\nicrlcan lino. ^ 

"Thi.s is not all. Tho worst parlr^ 
of tlie whole business occurs after you 
land In the States. Now,,v4,„wani you 
to follow mo closely;yana4xo«'ywl\l be 
able to sec for yourself- .'where' Canada 
is placed at a disadvantage. A person 
goes to an agent In-.tLondon and en- 
quires regarding a. passage to Canada. 
Ho!' Is , recommended to travel by 
Arri'erlcan. liner and lahd in the United 
States." Ho purchases his ticket and 
goes on "board. Nothing more is done 
until arrival at New York, when all 
the second class passengers aro hord- 
ed together and. have to submit to : 
very close examination. Many iiiipcr 
tinont questions aro asked, but the 
limit Is J cached when the jiassenger 
is asked, 'ilow much jnoney havo you 
got'.'' To the majority <if tlio passon 
gers this is very galling, lind If it so 
happens that the immigrant has not 
sufficient money to allow I'lls landing 
iio is separated from the others ancl 
sent, back. , These matters, came 
myt>-iitteiiUoh' when I wn.-> relcrninK 
from my last., trip and were forced 
upon me In a very, . decided. .manner.; A 
husband and':\\af&jwlth^^tw6^stticay 
boys made the trlpf but uhdcrtexam- 
Inatlon by the Xfhited States authoW 
ties it was difscovored that thoy did 
not possess sulllclent money to qualify. 
Thoy were separated from the others 
and sent bade to tho old country at 
tiio expcn.so of tho steai-nship com- 
pany; hut what becomes of the money 
they paid for tlieir passage in the fir.st 
pl:ice? It i.s liardly likely that tho 
steamboat ngont.s will return it, and 
consequently the poor people are land 
ed in the old country witiiout a cent 
and minus what they paid for their 
ticket, 

"That is what Canada i.^ up against 
and if setller.s aro wanted tlio con- 
ditions mu.st bo arranged s-o that peo- 
ple even with llmiled me.'ins car\ bo 
brought into liio country witiiout be- 
ing subjected to such conditions. If 
the people to whom I refer had been 
recommended to take a Canadian lino 
they wovii-.i now be good citizens of 
Canada; but as It Is -they were .sent 
l)ack heart-broken." 

Mr. Brown was away for nearly 
three months and while on the trip 
ho visited Bristol, Hull, Manchester, 
.Liverpool, London, Paris, also tho 
.snuthwestern portion of Scotland; and 
on lil.s return to America he traveled 
via New York, Washington, New Or- 
leans, Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
and in every city he called on tho 
leading business men and not onlv 
purchased goods but also learned 
many wrinkles in connection with tho 
furniture busine.s.s. In the old coun- 
try lie ;nund liusine.ss very good. 



In the oplnlon:OC \Y.iB. .AValn, man- 
ager of the ' Brown- Alaska. 'Mining 
company,,, there ^\vlU . bo considerable 
mining AvOi'kX^^o'i'o-^oiV 'Portland canal 
during the coming season. Mr. Wain 
arrived from the nortli a few days 
ago and in cimvcrsation with tho Col- 
onist yesterday ho said tlie outlook 
was very bright and tiio district 
would make a very lino showing be- 
fore tho season clo.sed.

"One of tiie new mines, located at 
Ooo.se islami, is turning out very rich 
and has every iirofipect of being a 
good pa.\'lng proposition. At another 
of tile mines an aerial tramway has 
been censtrMcled and tiio company 's 
now' pra< lic.'illy ready for slilpping, but 
It is very llkelV tli.it it will wait liii 
tho season Is moro advanced liefore 
commencing operations in earnest.

Output of Beer at St, Louis Much

St. Louis, March 30.— It was .an- 
nounced today that tlie strike inaugur- 
ated yesterday by the United Slates 
brewery worlcers for increased wages 
has already had the effect of curtail- 
ing the output of beer here.

Missions to tho Jews 
In writing a paper on missions to 
tho Jews, the first thing that strikes 
ono is tho Importance of such work. 
For the poet says: \ 
"Twas a Jew that shed his blood, 
"Oiir, pardon., to .procure; , , i.- 
''TIs .avJe-wr-ithat sits '-above'; ' .' 
"Our blessings to secure." ■ f ? : 
For years there was not' a single 
mission working amorrgst this ancient 
people, but they were hounded and 
persecuted in a most pitiless manner. 

At length the Holy Spirit put It into 
the hearts of some, to remember the 
command to preach the gospel to all 
people and those furllier words of the 
Saviour: "That repentance and re- 
mission of sins should lie preached 
1n Tils name among all nations, begin- 
ning at Jerusalem." 

It was not until the beginning of 
the 19th century, that any,: Interest in 
the Spiritual welfarisi 6f ;fthe:.'Jiewri.iwa.s 
evinced by the ;|Chrl8tIan;jcht»rch. as a 
whole.. Followlng' upon'the 'great wave 
of refdrmatlbri' which -'s-wepf-'over'. Eng- 
land at' tho close' of the' 18th' centuy. 
Jlission work among tho Hebrews was 
started. Tho mission to tlic Jews was 
founded in London in 1S09, and in 1817 
the New Testament •was is-anslated 
into Hebrew. In 1821 a further step 
was taken, in tlie rendering of tho 
Epistles and Gospels into Yiddish, and 
in 1837 the Book of Common J'rayor 
was translated Into Hebrew. Finally 
in 1824 tho first medical mission that 
tho world had over seen was establish- 
ed in London 'by . the Society for the 
conversion of the Jews. A branch of 
this r mission, exists in Canada its hcad- 
quarteris;belns :lii ;tlie city of Alontreal. 

Then we find in the year 1887, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, consecrat 
ing and instituting Right Rev. G. F. 
Popliani Blyth, a bishop of the Angll 
can Communion , to be located .In tho 
city of Jerusalem. This work is 
known as "Jerusalem and the East 
Mission." 

Tho diocese consists of Palestine and 
Syria, Egypt, Cyprus, the Soudan and 
tho land around the Red sea. Cairo 
and Jerusalem being the hoad(iuarters 
of the mission. At Cairo there is a 
siilendld hospital, a church and school 
Willie. 'in . Jerusalem there' is a fully 
e(iulppedti?Anglicah.'Kcollege.school for 
boys ar|d"glrls,r,anaja';;i&.'rge hospital. 

In one of J\ia latest; reports jthe blah- 
op states,- :}hat j;.tho Egyptian, Bishop- 
ric Endowment is completed ' and that 
a bishop for Egypt will shortly .bo ap- 
pointed. 

It irf gratifying to note In the Annual 
report that we, as a diocese are rep- 
resented as helping with our funds 
the work oC this mission. Thus as 
Good Friday approaches, if we are not 
able to lielij very much with our mon- 
ey, let us at least a-ssist tliis groat 
worlc with our prayers, renieniboring 
that Our Saviour ca,me from that 
cuiiar people" of whose history more 
than half the Sacred Scriptures toll 
us, and in whoso interest these words 
are written:

less communication with America from 
our trial-station at Lyngby (nvo miles 
from Copenhagen). Our new masts are 
already erected at Lyngby and In 
America but we have not quite finish^ 
ed the installation of the poparatus oii 
both sides of the Atlaniio. 

"It is quite true that tho experi- 
ments already made havo resulted in 
communication -\vlth America. 

"Tho difference 'between the spark 
telegraph and my sy.steni Is that tho 
spark method loses power and energy 
over long distances. My eloctrlc waves

.Sun Francisco, March 30. — The pub- 
lic service corporations, have united 
'With Mayor Schmltz In a desperate at- 
tempt to save their fi-anchises. Under 
tho law all those obtained by the Illegal 
use of money tti'e forfeit. The Homo 
Telephone Company and tho trolley 
franchise of the United Rallrbads are 
therefore In grave danger, as money 
was secured to get thom. 

Goaded on by tho corporations, the 
mayor has planned a hold coup. It is 
his plan to purchase tho resignations 
of enough members of tho board of 
suporvrsors to malce his veto effectual. 
Tlicro are eighteen men on the hoard 
and it reauires fourteen votes to over- 
ride, tlie veto to prevent tlie cancella- 
tion of franchises. It Is a bold game 
and ho corporations are prepared to 
spend millions of dolla-'S *o save their 
franchises. However, It appears a for- 
lorn hope and doomed to failure at tho 

outset. 

As part of the same plan a myster- 
ious letter was sent to tho savings 
banks of the city yesterday which 
called attention to the danger of a 
panic In local flnanolal circles should 
the franchises of tho public service 
corporations be declared forfeit. Tho 
letter stated that stock In those cor- 
porations was Iield largely by tlie small 
Investors who would lose their .sav- 
ings with the cancellation of franclils- 
os.'.iJ.^'he'! letter was worded with care, 
but'''wa's'''''obviously the work of tho 
corporations themselves. 

The "reformed" board Of supervlsor.s 
today got its second wind and began 
anotlier strenuous campaign for better 
govei ninent. It .separalcd a bunch of 
nee.l.ie.sH officials from tlic payroll. Tho 
men thus dropped are all Iluef men. 
Today'.s work will mean a saving to tlio 
city of more than $2[i,000 a year.

Ladles belonging to coloiiica which 
are represented in this country by lu^li 
commissioners or agents general 
should make their applicatii^n:; lo be 
presented by the Countess of Crewe 
through tho liigh commissioner or 
agent general representing their own 
colony, who should notify them with 
their own recommendations to Ujc pri- 
vate secretary. Colonial Office. 'X"ho 
application must state the full name of , 
tlie lady and the name, rank in pubhc ! 
service or profession social position of ' 
tho husband of the. applicant, or, if she 
has no husband, of her fatlier, and that 
to the knowledge of tho high commls- 
slonor or agent general, llie lady is in 
every resi)ect eligible for presentation 
to Tlieir Jlajesties. 

Each application sliould state the 
date, or appro.ximate date, as^e.g., "the 
lirst court after Easter," of the court 
at which it is desired that the- presen- 
tation should be made. The dates of 
the courts arc .seldom lixed till within 
a few weeks before lliey take place, 
but as a general rule tliero arc t.vo 
courts before Easter and two at tlie 
end of May or in June. As there is a 
limit to tho nuniber of ladlja who c:mi 
be presented at each court. It will be 
convenient that the names of ladies 
from the colonies, wlio wish to be pru- 
sented, should be sent in as early in 
the year as pos.sible.

It will have 
a capacity of 75,000 bricks per day. Ic 
will bo HO con.structod tliat It will bo 
possible for tho work to bo carried on 
without any interferences from tlie

Is impossible. A large wharf will be 
constructed, which will enable tho lirm 
to sbl]) bricks to all parts of tho 
Mainl.'ind without having to haul them 
to tho scows for transportation across 
the gulf.

The poets of the world have sung .some of 
their sweetest songs to Easter; npr;is;this to 
be wondered at, when 'bnei'renie'mbers the full 
significance of this great day of days. No 
other day in ail the Cliristian year is fraught 
with higher or holier meaning, and Easter 
Day is worthy to be the theme of the sweet- 
est and most sacred songs in the world. So 
long as human affection and loyalty abide, 
the festival of Easter will awake the tendcr- 
est emotions in the hearts of men, and this 
affection will find expression in song and 
story. The day has a message of comfort 
and of cheer to the whole world, for it tells to 
all the children of men that — 

"The niglit is o'er, the darkness past, 

The weary hours have fled; 
A holy light is round us cast. 

Our Lord no longer dead. 

"Ring out your notes, O holy bells. 

From hill to distant sea; 
And let the echo answer back, 
In anthems clear and free. 

"Our grateful hearts in prayer we raise, 

Our purest gifts we bring; 
O heavenly light, around us shine, 

And guide us to our King." 

The vi.sit of the two Marys of -'Hbly Writ to 
tlie tomb and one of the lessons taught by the 
rolling away of tlie stone is told in a little 
Easter poem by A. J. Hough: 

"As forth the Marys passed to wait 
\ Upon their. Master, dead, 

An angel left the heavenly gate * 
And to the gardeii sped. 

"The sighing of an undertone 

Set all his strength astir : • 

'Oh, who shall roll the stone 
Before the sepulcher?' 

"And while the woman looked, behold! 

The stone of crushing weight 
Beside the sepulcher was rolled, 

For it was very great. 

"When we pursue some mission sweet. 
Life is an Easter day, , 

And all the stones before our feet 
The angels roll away." 

The spirit of rejoicing runs high and there 
is much to awaken a quick and eager re- 
sponse in the heart of every true Christian in 
the following Easter melody: 

"Oh, sing your brightest songs this day^ 

And tell it o'er and o'er 
That Christ the Lord is risen again 

To suffer nevermore! 
Peal forth, O bells, in joyous strains 

Till heaven's arches ring, 
And heavenly voices join with ours 

In homage to our King! 
Sing alleluia! Christ the Lord 

Has risen this Easter Day! " 
Sing alleluia to our King, 

Who reigns in hea,ven for aye !" 

Of all the countless thousands who rejoice 
at'the Easter time none have more profound 
cause for gratitude than he who for the first 
time opens his heart to the Easter Guest, 
that I'lyal Guest who knocks at the door of 
all hearts asking to be let in, that he may 
reign there to the salvation of human souls. 
Someone has referred to this Easter Guest 
in these beautiful lines: . ►V'n>'. ;•, < - 

' :■■ • 
*'Oh,was it not strange thsitiXiiQ: heaveiily 
.m^/-,: .■. ^•r';ft>:[Gitest 
Should pass my earthly way, - 
And .stop to knock at the door of my heart; 

In tlie dawn of the April day? 
Oh, the golden rose of the morning spread- 
Till it filled the east and the west, 
And I opened the door of my sinful heart, 
And let irt the Easter Guest." 

The first Easter hymn of which we liave 
record, the forerunner of all the thousands 
of sweet songs that have followed in its train, 
was written by Saint Ambrose in the fourth 
century, somewhere about the year 7do A. D. 
Its words are typical of the season it cele- 
brates: 

"This is the very day of God, 

Serene with holv light it came, 
In which the stream of sacred blood 

Swept over the world's crime and shame. 

"Oh, admiral mystery! 

The sins of all are laid on Thee. 
And, Thou, to cleanse the world's deep strain, 

As man dost bear the sins of men. 



''What can be ever more sublime. 

Than grace might meet the guilt of time ? 
Love doth the bonds of earth undo, 
And death restores our life anew." 

, ^'Tiiis hymn may have suffered sorn^thing in 
the translation, but there is still left the most 
precious and helpful part, and that is the deep 
and abiding faith that lies in the words. 

That sweet singer, Margaret E. Sangstcr, 
has written a great many poems that have 
Ijccn real "hope songs" to the world. One of 
her beautiful Easter songs ends with these 
lines, so rich in promise: 
' ' . 
"And this is the meaning of Easter, 
The meaning for you and me, ' . 
That one are earth and heaven V 

In the tenderest ministry. ' 
It was our Christ triumphant 

Who left the tomb that day, 
And from all our tombs His angel 
Shall roll the stone away." 

The late Hezekiah Buttervvorth, a man of 
the highest Christian character, whose name 
is reversed by thousands, wrote a great many 
'Easter songs. One of them is a real "Song 
of the morning," and it ends with these line 
lines: ■

The coming of Easter to our doors is 
set forth.''in3!i!yerjg3Wnd^ another , 

poet of th^'Eas^er ■timc,-^'"^^^ : 

"Known by many a sweet foretoken, 
Many an age-long pledge unbroken; 
By the silver slant of showers, 
Peeping up of friendly flowers; 
By the river all a-quiver Avith the little rip- 
pling waves, 
By the sod that groweth greener on God's 

acre, thick" with graves ; 
Known by many a sign and token, 
Many a thrill of life unspoken, 
Lo! we : greet love's purest angel! i 
Here is Easter at the door." 

The rolling away of the stone from the 
tomb of the. Master and the wonderful 
triumph over death itself is told in the fol- 
lowing beautiful verse: 

"1^ the flush of the early da\yning. 

He rolled the stone away, 
The stone that had made a prison 

Of the tomb where the Savior lay; 
And through the open portal, ' 
Victorious in the strife,. . 
With death forever vanquished, -. 
Stepped forth the tord of Life." 

Margaret Deland, now admitted to have 
written the strongest novel having a high 
moral purpose given to the reading world m 
1906, has written these lines about Easter: 

"Blow golden trumpets, sweet and clear. 
Blow softjUpon thc perfumed air ; 
I Bid the sad>eairth to join your song, 
• To Christ does every, victory belong. 

"Oh, let the winds your message bear 
To every heart of grief and care ; 
Sound through the world the joyful lay, 
Our Christ hath conquered Death to-day. 

"On cloudy wings let glad words flv 
Through the soft blue of echoing skv : 
Ring out, O tru^npcts, sweet and clear, 
Through Death immortal Life is here." 
Easter brings to the world many messages, 
and among them is the message of courage : 

"For the message of Easter is courage. 

That lives thro' earth's darkness and cold; 
And faith that is firm in its holding, 
And love that can never grow old. 

"Andythe;.ilpye of the Christ that's arisen 

Still lives in the hearts of His own, 
While the story of Easter is echoed 
In blossom and odor an^ tone. 

"Till out from our failure and losses 

New strength shall arise from the fray, 
And the rest of Jthis life shall be truer 
Because of each new Easter Day."

Industrial Side of Easter, 

ny A. Y. Hambleton. 
Easter, In Its religious aspect, stands 
first and above everything tho most 
marvelous, the most aBtoundlng, the 
moat rcniarkable holiday In the 'world, 
Eciually wonderful is tho Easter feast, 
when viewed from Us Industrial as 
pect. Tlio average person has never 
stopped to think, perhaps, that — at a 
moat conservative estimate — 80,000,000 
egRs will bo eaten In the United States 
today. This figuro Is low,, and It Is 
m.oro likely that tho consumption will 
bo about 100,000,000. This means that 
It would lako 1,000,000 hens 160 days 
to provide tlio eggs necessary for this 
one day's enjoyment, -i 

And how do. we. got 'these flguros? 
Easily onoughi'.^i%There arc In tho 
United Btatos 'at)buf '80,000,000 people. 
If every man, woman' and child, there- 
fore, eats but one egg, on 'the great 
church holiday, we have thd 'first fig- 
ure. If, however, every man, woman 
and child oats two, wo get tho latter. 
It is true that there aro chronic dys- 
peptics who novor touch an egg, and 
there are babies too young to onjoy 
fliom; but, to counterbalance this, 
there are thousands o£ iron-stomached, 
ravenously appetltod boys to whom 
tho consumption of a dozen eggs on 
Easter Sunday Is a matter , of easy ac- 
complishment. A man with a fond- 
'iiess for figures has estimated that if 
ail tho eggs that aro eaten this Sun- 
day wero rolled lnt04qne,,<^gg they 
would 'make a moundJ^^BIggerJvthan an 
ordinary mountain andHhe' shell would 
be largo enough to hold all the popu- 
lation of a-: city the size of Chicago. 
The probable size of the' bird that 
would be required to lay such an egg 
offers enticing possibilities for those 
mathematically inclined. 

A prominent preacher who has. In 
connection with his work, made a 
thorough study of economic coiuiltlons, 
Is authority for tho statement that if 
It were not for tho two great church 
holidays— -Easter and Cliristmas— 50 
per cent, of tlie buslnu.s.'^ enterprise 
in tho United States would fail within 
one year. At first this statement 
seems rather strong, and It must bo 
admitted that It cannot be in any way 
verified. When, however, one consid- 
ers tho vast army of men and women 
that are employed the world over, 
preparing for these two holidays, the 
statement seems more reasonable. A 
careful canvas among, a .host of the 
smaller 'retail - dealers'. In the olty of 
New YorkV.brbught out the admission 
that in: firiany. Instances It was the 
Chrl8tmRS,flahd Easter ' trades that 
made'the 'existence of the stores pos- 
sible. From Christmas to Easter busi- 
ness Is dull. People aro recovering 
from the extra drain on the pocket- 
book, caused by the one, and arc pro- 
paring for tho unusual drain that will 
bo caused by tho other. There aro 
hat.s to be trlniiiieil, new spring frock.s 
and coat.'i to Ijo i)nrcli;is(Ml, and, of 
course, eggs for tlie children.

employment in tho millinery trade as 
Easter approaches Is enlarged . 90 per 
cent; , .every .tailor .. In the, u,01iristlan 
world; probiaiSryfJiijJcailea.,'^^ 
one or more Baaterc8»il|ai of Clothing; 
tho hatters have<>thei^i Hands full; driv- 
ers of carriages farid.i; livery men reap 
a harvest driving' people to and from 
tho Eastor- time roeeptlons; dya works 
arc run overtime creating tho color 
that is to make tlie eggs attrao- 
tlvo, while in largo cities clover women, 
with deft flngera make fortunes every 
year fashioning pretty and dainty 
novelties for tho children of tho very 
rich and well to do. Tho effect of 
holidays liko Easter on tho oconomlo 
conditions of tho country Is marvelous 
These holidays make. 1 people, spend 
money, and . thus serve to keep the 
currency In clrouliitlon. Were it not 
for^Ctiristhias a!nd Easter < a.; great pro- 
ppjrtloni.of the.'jreadjr - inioney/ilri }-'the 
United States 'would find itself Into 
the knotted corners of old handker- 
clilcfs, into old fruit Jars and under 
niuHty mattresses, there to lie doing It- 
self and its possessor no good. Cus- 
tom must be followed, however. Sally 
must have just as nlco a hat for Eas- 
ier as tho girl who sits next to her In 
church; .Tohnny must have just as 
many eggs as tho boy of tho nelgh- 
boAj, who aro continually looking 
down on us, and so it goes. Tho 
money that had boon saved up against 
a rainy day goes to make glad tho 
heart of some member of tho family. 
The result of all this Is that the mer- 
chant Is able to pay his bills, the man- 
ufacturer.-lSj.ablo to pay his hands, the' 
hands! arejable- to pay their grocer, the 
grocer hlsitaUor, the tailor his butcher;

On arriving at Naples early last 
April, great was our disappointment, 
for, instead of the streamlnff golden 
sunshine, smiling .aides and the blue 
waters of the Mediterranean which 
we had been led to expect, wo were 
greeted by a steady drizzle resembling 
a Scotch mist — lowering dark clouds 
above, and as we looked over the ship 
ship's side the waters below were of 
an Inky blackness. This was dispir- 
iting, to say the least of It, and on 

■ .shore matters were even more dismal. 
, The .- streets were all covered with 

grey mud; and the people looked be- 
. ; draggled and dishevelled and as com- 
i:>tortabi^o as the proverbial wot hen, 
However, after clearing our baggage 
at the customs house, not a very 
stringent ordeal, for the Italian au 
thorlties are sensible enough not to 
throw obstacles In the way of visitors, 
we made our way to our hotel, where 
wo had previously engaged rooms, a 
very necessary precaution at this time 
of year; and after an excellent dinner, 
though served very late in the even- 
ing, wo retired to our various apart- 
ments. :- , ,v. ■ 

It did not seom .very long"; before I 
was awakened by v^hat- sounded lilfe a 
naval engagement going on '.In.-the. Bay 
of Naples beneath, us. Sharp, ' qracks, 
too, like artillery fire, were followed 
by prolonged rumblings, and then 
would come deep boomings as If from 
the muzzles of huge guns; these would 
shake the hotel to its foundations, and 
one could hear the plaster falling 
down between the wall';. On looking 
out, the whole town was enveloped in 
darkness, not even the glimmer of the 
street lamps being visible. 

Being unable to make head or tall 
of these mysterious proceeding, I 
proceeded back to bed and triea to 
sleep through the bombardment. Next 
morning the rain had ceased and the 
whole town was covered by a light 
■grey dust about: one Inch deep. 
.'. It bad,a.,most.welrd^^fl50t, the flat 
ft i'rbfed'; .;houses,fSti'ee'4^^£the'' public gar^ 
? 1} dqns, J.virhi^e ■: yea bright flowers 

. ■>^hadv]blossomedt' from beds c In the 
,fii green'; turif,Y'5»vere all completely coat- 
' ed,' and not' an atom of color was vis- 
ible anywhere — the uniform' greyriess 
like a dismal pall was . over every- 
thing. ■ ' • ■/ 
On looking toward Vesuvius we soon 
saw the cause of this, for from the 
summit of the volcano a dense black 
cloud ascended, and as what little 
' wind there was was blowing In the di- 
' rectlon of Naples, this vast black 
'.cloak was hanking over the city, 
'gradually covering everything with 
this fine grey dust from the Interior 
of the . mountain. 

And now../\ve ascertained where the 
bombardment of the previous night 

■ had been; .It was, from the Internal 
labors, turmoil and suffering taking

; Prom the adjacent villages the poor 
•people were rushing into the town in 
'thousands by every avenue of ap- 
proach to Naples; for we soon learnt 
that several villages had bec-n engulf- 
ed during the night in the .streams of 
lava- which slowly but .surely crept 
down the mountain .side. "VVagons, 
carts, even wheelbarrows, It seemed 
that every , vehicle that, had a wheel 
i .jto/.lt, ,.i>yas^M.ped up . with beds and 
yjifurhUurelljfand such household goods 
, as could.^,ba'tlea on to It;, and so this 
seething rmass,. .which' resembledi noth- 
ing so much as a stampediT'dfffugl- 
^ tivos escaping before a vlctorlotisTand 
pursuing enemy. Jostled and thronged 
• Its way through the narrow and tor- 
_ t^ous .streets of, Naples. . ■ ■ ■ . ' 

Then,: .theS military ^^^^^^ sent out 
;7;i-\ylth*^;ambula:n(;e8 V .-and ammunition 
wagons and "gun-carriages, and these 
^^.j(Streamed back with their loads of fur- 
y>.*:;nlture and dust-begrimed people, and 
"ScSll the while the powdered lava fell 
• mercilessly. 

We ' soon heard that the village of 
' Torre del Greco ha'd been completely 
swept away by the lava stream; most 
of the inhabitants had time to es- 
cape, but a number of old people and 
children took refuge in the churches, 
and of course all who did so perished 
in the fall of the sacred edinces; in- 
deed, the churches were thu.s respon- 
sible for most of the livcc lost. 

About three day.s after the outburst 
of the eruption we wore horrified to 
hear, that,^the roof of the meat marlcet 
had fallen'-iln,-' owing to the weight of 



accumulated cinders and ashes, kill- 
ing some iiOO people. 

By this time the dust in the streets 
must have been from five to six inches 
deep, and owing to the fact that the 
food we ate and the air wo breathed 
were so impregnated with dust, we 
decided to • think of moving on - o 
Rome. , . 

However, before leaving we were 
very anxious to view the scene of; the 
disaster, from a nearer prospective, 
and as riiy friends had an automobile 
with them, It was settled that" we 
should make an early start the fol- 
lowing morning and go out 'Us far as 
we could. 

At 9 o'clock wo were under way, but 
as wo reached the outskirts oC the 
city our pace was necessarily alow on 
account of the constant flow of fugi- 
tives from the country. Shortly after 
this wo passed the 'King and Queen of 
Italy, also in a motor, who wore bind- 
ing even closer to themselves the af- 
fection of their people, by visiting, ua 
far as was po.ssible, the stricken spots, 
and rendering wlmtcver assistance 
tlicy could. . . , . .>y;,:-.>v;,-,...i;-.jvi;:- 

It came to our knovvl^dge wterwards 
tha t the roi-al autonibbilo; liadi>br6ken 
down just under>'the;blacl5i.cloua, and 
after the ' repairs Sv.ere reffeoted, .their 
attempts to go further afield that day 
wore abandoned. So It might bo .said 
that our car bore the trying ordeal 
better than that of the monarch, for 
we succeeded in getting further. 

As we got nearer to the mountain 
the cloud above us got blacker and 
blacker, and the failing ash was much 
coarser than tliat which fell at a dis- 
tance. At the worst part of the road 
it was as if wo were being peppered 
witli line shot, and on tlie road Itself 
the cinders were quite a Joot deep. 
However, as we emerged on the other 
side of the cloud, we gradually came 
Into glorioHS sunny weather, with the 
fine typical clear Italian atmosphere; 
for the. wind \vas'^blow.ing/ from the 
side of PompeiH°t<»varaavNaples. Wp 
pulled up at the' vinage";;of ' Torre An- 
nunzlata, where a, stream of lava was 
gradually slowly rolling down. "Wo 
were Informed that it moves at the 
rate of a yard an hour. 
.-This stream had the appearance of 
a wall of coke 10 feet high and per- 
haps 100 feet Wide, and it was only 
when standing on the top of It and 
peering into the crevices that one 
could see the molten fire Inside. As 
it was fairly hot to the soles of the 
boots, I did not make a longer exam- 
ination than necessary. 

Huge trees were uprooted and were 
lying on the top of it, and houses and 
stone walls, everything, in fact, with 
which It came in contact was corn- 
After this Interesting and somewhat 
thrilling experience, we went on to 
Pompeii, which we htXl heard in Na- 
ples ■ was again threatened by a lava 
stream. . , . ■ ^ \ 

We found' thBt,i-.,mo8t .fortunately^ 
the stream had. devlated.'.^i'efrre'reach-^ 
Ing those remains which" have been ' so 
laboriously disclosed to the world, and 
these are still Intact, a fact which 
must be a great relief to lovers and 
worshippers of art and antiques. 

By this time it was well on in the 
afternoon, and knowing that wo had 
to run the gauntlet of the cloud, wc 
thought it high time to bo moving 
homewards. 

If it was dark imder the cloud on 
the way out, it was infinitely darker 
'on the return journey, and the cin- 
ders were raining down upon us like 
hailstones. 

When ,we were in the thickest part 
of it, there was a tremendous crash, 
and after some terrific bumps which 
almost overturned the car, wo came to 
a full stop. We then remem'jered 
that on the way out wo had p&ssed a 
heap of paving stones , with which 
some men had been mending the road, 
and. In the artless manner of the 
Italian, this heap had been left right 
in ' the centre of the roadway; and It 
was this obstruction Into which we 
had crashed In the Impenetrable dark- 
ness. Our chauffeur, however, qui.te 
rose to the occasion* and by the time 
the car was lialf filled with cinders, we 
were able to resume our journey, es- 
caping with nothing more serious than 
some 'damage . to the exhaust , 

As tlie car had to be overhauled tho 
next day, we spent our time in the 
magnificent museum full of the price- 
less treasures which have boon xin- 
earthed at different times from Her- 
culaneum and Pompeii. Wo also, vis- 
ited the cathedral, which is a very 
fine one. In It is a chapel dedicated to 
San Ganuarius, the patron saint of 
Naples, About this saint there Is a 



very curious legend. On a. certain 
day in eacli year a scaled glass vessel 
is produced, whicli is said to contain 
some of his blood, which is in tho 
form of a solid. If tho blood liquifies 
before a certain hour, tho Neapolitans 
are going to havo.a gpodlypar, but if 
the prooess ' of llciuiflcatlori;ls delayed. 
It is considered an omen that times 
;VVlll bo unpropitlous. • ;;• : ■ ^ 
"v As we were makina^a tour of the 
;<;ia,thedrdl we heard al^t'eat noise is- 
suing from this particular ohapel, so 
we approached to see tho cause oC this 
commotion. There in front. of the al- 
tar stood a life-sized silver gilt statue 
of the saint clad in bisliop's roljcs, and 
there must have been somo liOO men 
and women In the chapel, some weep- 
ing, some praying and some hurling 
imprecations at tho statue. One old 
lady near us was shaking her list at 
it, and evidently was uttering any- 
thing but compliments to the bisliop. 
On my inquiring from pur guide what 
she was saying, "Oh," he replied, "slio 
is saying "you yellow-faced old devil, 
why don't you stop the eruption? We 
can't stand any. more ,of .Itlii^, . 

Finally some eight ,prSJ:6fe*ilVen pro- 
duced a rough sort of litter 'arid, plac- 
ing the figure on it, carried it off In 
triumph towards Vesuvius, evidently 
under the iinpre-ssion that tho cfilgy 
of the saint would calm down the 
eruiition. 

Next morning,- tho car Ijelng ready, 
wo .set out for Itoine; but, at tlio last 
moment, fearing that iny presence 
might inconvenience my three friends 
— for tho car wn.s not vor.v large, and 
was already rather lieaviiy laden with 
baggage — I decided to go on by train, 
and meet them hi Rome the next day. 

The hotel at Naples in which we 
stayed was high up, and there tho at- 
mosphere was not so thick and op- 
pressive, but when. I got down Into tho 
town there was a darkness that might 
bo felt, and the dust" as falling relent- 
lessly ' and thicker than ever. 

As Is usual on the .Continent, the 
doors of the waiting room at the rail- 
way station were locked, and wo could 
aeq the train standing beside tlie 'ijlat- 
form. This room was filled with peo- 
ple of all nationalities, pushing and 
strugtrllng and llRhlTng to got near llic 
barriers. In spite nf tlio eloctric 
lights, wliicii we could only dimly Iicr- 
ceive, the darkness was almost Im- 
ponotriiblc from tho dust which kept 
rising from tlio clothes of this .strug- 
gling mob, and the atmosphere wa.s 
simply choking, A poor Englisii lady, 
who seemed greatly ai.stre.s.sed. im- 
plored me to help her through, as 
she had three Email chiiarcn, wlio hael 
got, separated from her and got on to 
the platform before ■ the : barriers were 
closed. I told her' that>I|.cbuld speak 
but few words of Italian.. ,biit that if 
aho hung on to the tall orfny coat she 
would surely .get through If I did! 
After what seemed an interminable 
Avalt the barriers w.:re opened for a 
foVv seconds. I shall never know how 
we got . into that train. .My charge 
and I were .swirled through tho gates 
^by this swollen lido of humanity surg- 
ing behind U.S. Wo picked up tho 
three children on the jilatform and 
climbed up into'the gangwav Ijetween 
two carriages, and as tho train was 
already packed with passengor.s, tliuro 
was not oven standing room inside, 
oxcopt in the corridors. Placing myj 
.small hand luggage on the floor of the 
passage. vve took turns to sit on them. 

Wo -had bfirely entered the train 
when every,, carriage door was loclcccl 
and we were cooped up in this stuf- 
fy compartment for .two hours, wliilo 
tho officials were clearing the track 
of cinders and ashes.- .and .while I, in 
the meantime thought'liabout the suf- 
ferers In the Black Hole of Calcutta! 

My great fear was that the roof of 
the station would follow suit with the 
market and fall and engulf us, but I 
kept my anxieties to myself, for a 
panic at this juncture would not have 
been welcome. At lengtli, to our vast 
relief, the ti-iiin steamed slowly nut 
of the station, and it was a pathetic 
sight to see many of those left on tliv-' 
platform offering the conductor.s gold 
and banknotes to be allowed to get 
into the already overcrowded train, 
and escape from the *nwful deaths 
which they dreaded would overtake 
them. 

TJ'nr miles outside Nanlos the whole 
country was smothered in this grey 
diinl about llvu Inches deep, and nat- 
urally all crops' were completely ruin- 
ed and devastated. 

Ate fj'clock in the evening we 
reached Rome, hungry and ' inexpress- 
ibly dirty, having been cooped up In 
the train for nine hours spent on the 
journey.

He 
saw tiiat tlio sy.stem of education gen- 
erally adopted' was born of the city 
for cit.v use, unci had been naturally 
imitated by tlic country educators, 
trained, along the city models. There- 
fore it '■was "not the best system' » to 
train the ' country people for country 
pursuits. •' •' 

Series of Schemes ■ 
Ills scheme, or rather series of 
schemes— )t)Cj:auso his work, speedily 
becanie;*,verjr.'comprchcn3lve — was to 
start ':a''';m'dve'tn6nt which would prove 
to the: educational authbrltlos. the in- 
offectlyohess :.of . exifi ting .. systems ct 
rura!l. education by showing, ihem how 
It ought to bo done, so-that cyenliially 
the most Inert school board would lie 
compelled to recognize tho cvll and 
put Its educational system on .a bet- 
ter basis for the farmer's children. 
Tho average f.'irmer could not go to 
college. Macdonald therefore proposed 
to as far as was advlstiblo unite the 
culture of colleges with the cultiva- 
tion of farms, and show tho farmer 
how the two could be usefully uiilt-jd.

Just tlio man needed to carry out Sir 
Williaiii'.s ideas— Prof. James Robert- 
son, <;.M.G. .Sir William Macdonald 
had the money and the Ideas, and the 
wiillngne.ss to spent the one to carry 
out tho otlier. Rolxa-tson had the 
brains , and the e,\pcrt knowledge to 
carry out Macdonaid's .sciienies. Both 
had bouiKlloss enthu.sia.sni. It was an 
ideal comlilnation, and the results are 
already writ large over the Dominion 
from Hallfax, to Vancouver.

It may seem small in coniparlspn with 
Rockefeller's colossal - gifts ." of -. $32,- 
000,000 and tll,00O,0OO to one, institu- 
tion. The difference Is'vthJsijvKocko- 
felier'.s gifts amaze by their lmfri«n- 
sit.r. Macdonald has attracted the ad- 
miration of educators tho world over 
not as much by tho niagnitmlc of his 
donations ;is l)y the wl.sdnni with 
which lii.s solioino.s have lieen pro- 
pounded ;tnd carried out. It is the dif- 
ference laetweoTi the warm-hearted 
per.son who seattors his cluirlty wher- 
ever his emotions are aroused and llio 
equall.v warm-hoartod but more soii- 
slble jif^rson who takes tho additlon.-il 
trouble to .see tliat Ills chiiritios go 
Where they will do tho most good. 

Plain Living 
' A curious cliaraclor study is Sir 
William Mardonald. Always a hard 
worker, ho Is still one, ayhough well 
up In the sovonlieK, and rich beyond 
tho ambitions of tho ordinary mtin. A 
shrowfl business man with man.v pe- 
culiarities and a faculty for doing 
good In .a quiet way, Hia factories are, 
conducted in a strict style of business 
economy wiilch has not eiuloared him 
to tho labor unions, for whose theories 
ho has llttio use. Much of his time, is 
spent in his down town office In Montr 
real, a couple of bare apartm(jnt3 v^Uh 



nothing about them to Indicate, busl- 
nesSiProaperlty;; not the vSlikhtest. trace 
dff;ljucMry|;or oxtravagance, which Is 
Sir ■William's bugbear. :Not a thins to 
indicate the philanthropist, who Is en- 
gineering a revolution in educational 
methods and spentllng millions in do- 
ing it. Nothing, 01 the sort until Mac- 
donald. talks,' and then the Innate big- 
ness of th^' man inevitably crops out 
— unless his rheumatism Is in tho as- 
cendant, when it is as well to be care- 
ful of hlni. 

Gifts to McGill 
The evolution of Macdonald's work 
for education Is Illuminative and 
characteristic. As he saw his fortune 
growing to vast proportions ho began 
to consider how host to invest it for 
tho public good. Not unnaturally he 
followed In tho footsteps of so many 
other rich men by giving princely do- 
nations to university work, and chose 
McGlll as tile point for attack. Even 
there, however, llio intensely practical 
nature of his genius was displayed. 
His gifts to McGill were almost en- 
tirely conllned to the Improvement o£ 
Its I'aellitlesi for tlie teaching of ap- 
plied science. Ills interest v/as in odu: 
cation which would teach the people 
to do the things most required in the 
building up of a young country, mak- 
ing engineers and farmers, teaching 
chemistry and physics and household 
science— giving the kind of education 
calculated to turn out men and wo- 
men who should be tho leaders in do- 
ing things for the good of the country. 

As a small commencement Macdon- 
ald in 1S91 gave McGill about half a 
million dollars to construct ahd equip 
tho Macdonald Knglnoerlng building, 
at acostoC ,$250,000, the Chemistry and 
Mining building, at a cost of $i;79,000, 
and tlic Observatory and otlier scien- 
tlllc buildings, and later a donation of 
$220,000 for the McGill Union. Not 
content with building and equipping 
tiieso institutions, however, Macdonald 
saw to it that thoy should be In posi- 
tion to .carry on thelr,,work by hand- 
some endowments, K w.lthv numerous 
scholarships and endowed chalr.s, -un- 
til his gifts to McGill rose to the sum 
of clo.so on to S3,r>oo,noo. 

Training Agriculturists 
Then Sir William Macdonald turned 
to what has since become his life 
work— the ailvanceniont of useful edu- 
cation for rural life, the training of 
the agricultural population to get the 
moat out of lite, not by a'ccumulatlng 
the piost to,. leave behind, but by, giv- 
ing thSljeaf/seirvlco Hp the community. 
In tliIsTh1s4.universa^^^^ has 
been to startttthoS.vvork ^as Iv should 
bo done, suppb^^t It; ats.'hislbwh expense 
until It has reached a' pblht where Its 
value Is manifest to all, and then leave 
it to the understanding and apprecia- 
tion of the people themselves to carry 
it on. 

It was at tills juncture that Prof. 
Rnhovt sou's IuIIuimu-o ujion Macdon- 
ald's work llr.st made itself felt, with 
tlio result of their siibsetuient pr.icti- 
cal iiartner.sldi). Prof. Robertson as 
conimissioner of agriculture and 
dairying at Ottawa was much Intcr- 
ostell in a series of experiments In im- 
provement of seed grain b.v indiicing 
farmcr.s' children to do tho work and 
thu.-? practically learn the results of 
brains on matter. He Introduced the 
i?oh§ino..to. Macdonald,, who. at once a,n- 
pr&VC(^;?pf;iUt5E^lo 'tH^^ of giving 

Prof.'' , Robdrtsort ' $10*000 r,!to offer' In 
prizes 'for- the* cbnipetltors. That was 
the beginning of,, the partnership be- 
*t\veen the two men, (infl tlio Inception 
of Macdonald'.s career of, rural eiluea- 
tor — and lie went J Into •V'it;5prplial)l.v 
without the slightest ronCGptlbri''or the 
vast cumulative results and cxp'ondi- 
luro'it woiikl lea'd to." 

His Evolution

Tho wiiole scheme, Is. synchronous 
and along the: lines ;oC':hatIonaL^devel - 
opmont. It began with the" teaching 
of country children how to ai>ply 
knowledge in doing things by estab- 
lishing the manual training sjstem, 
the school gardens, tho seed . selection 
competitions, etc.,- teaching the young 
generation how to appreciate and val- 
ue such thing.s. . , 

Training Required 
..With the growth of these move- 
ments it soon became apparent that 
their full benefit would be lost unless 
there wore < some means of bringing 
such Iralning to a logical conclusion. 
To supply tills the Macdonald Insti- 
tut6 at Guelph was built. 
. Then came the further Imiirovenient 
of the: rural education by tin; ostali- 
llshment of consolidated schools nt 
nearly hAlf a hundred centres in the 
different province,?. This was a radl- 
'cal step, ■whicli could only have boon 
put througli by private benevolence, 
and oven then tho cautious coimtry 
school boards were at lirst afraid to 
take hold of tho idea, even wiion as- 
HUied that Sir William Macdonald 
would put up tlie .sohoolhouso and 
thoroughly equip it, as wi'll as paying 
all expenses I'or ji proporly (luallliod 
corps of touchors for tho tlrst throe 
years. The arrangoiuout was that tho 
four or live school districts included 
In each consoIidat(Ml .school sliould 
merely continue iiajing the same rates 
as before. Sir William puttlng.up the 
difference. Then, If at the, end of 
tlireo years the ratepayers considered 
tho scheme worth the' exti'a cost they 
could continue it— If not they could 
revert to the old one-room, lU-quall- 
fled schools. • Tho plah made great 
headway, however, greatl.v Increasing 
the attendance, while children flocked 
from far and wide to attend the now 
schnols which conibliiod all the advan- 
tages of the host city schools with 
sijoclal indiislrlal training suitable for 
farmers' ohiidron. Tho elilldren with- 
in tho radius included in tho consoll- 
dntlon were ronvo.vori to and from tlio 
.Thool In a series of vans — vor-' niiicli 
along the same plitn as milk is con- 
voyed along regular route.i to tlio cnm- 
mon butter and clioeHo factories, the 
distance covered being within a radius 
not exceeding five miles from tho 
schools, which wore Inv.'iriahly built 
at centres as far from towns as pos- 
sible, so as to glvo tlio new .sy.stem a 
severe ff^-st. 

Succossful Experiment 
The success of tills o.vperiment made 
Htm further evident the necoHsity of 
providing moans for continuing tho 
education of tho rural settlements to 
a logical conclusion, as well as the 
need for ii training ground for tlie fu- 
ture teachers, since tlio first teacher.s 
of manual training liart to be Imported 
from the United States and ISuropo, 
Macdonald waa being Irresiatlbly 
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dragged, deeper ? and '-deeper into the 
net of Boolai- reform,- V. '. 
-After years of careful planning with 
Pf of. Robertson and much thought, ho 
finally reached the fjp-reme culmina- 
tion of his life work and instructed 
Prof. Robertson to ,'?et about tho es- 
tablishment of a great agricultural 
college, which shoulrt Include a Nor- 
mal school with every facility afforded 
by modern acloijce for tho training oC 
teachers for rural work. To thla ho 
decided to glvo at least $3,500,000, a 
million and a half for the site, build- 
ings and equipment, and two millions 
for an endowment fund, so that when 
he was gone tho work should still 
continue unabated. 

Agricultural Collogo 

As a result of this last stupendous 
gift there is now being constructed at 
St, Anno de Bellevuo, a few miles out 
of Montreal, an agricultural college 
which will bo one of tho finest institu- 
tions of Its kind In tho world, and 
wliioh even now has attracted the at- 
tention ,<.of. educationists from all parts 
of 'tSerj,'U;ii,lted States and Europe. Sir 
WlIllatri'sMhstructlons - were-, that no 
expense should be spared in any de- 
partment to .make the whole Inatltu- 
tlon as perfect as science would make 
It, and his Instructions have been fol- 
lowed to the letter. It Is e.xpected that 
this college will be opened this fall, 
and a strong staff of professors has 
been already engaged to carr.v on the 
work, under tlie management of Prof. 
Robertson, who for some years past 
has left the government service at Ot- 
tawa, to devote him.'icif entirely to tho 
more congenial task of putting into 
concise form the patriotic aspirations 
of Sir William Macdonald and him- 
self, to the lasting benellt of the whole 
Canadian people. 

Such in brief Is the nutlino of the 
work done by this great Canadian for 
his people — a work of whicli every cit- 
izen of the Dominion may be proud, 
and which will prove of growing ad- 
vantage to the agriculturists of Can- 
ada for centuries after Its founder has 
gone to -his fathers. 



II Explorer Steffasson is 
II Stalled in the Arctic II 

The Montreal Gazette In its issue 
of Friday, March 22, had tho follow 
Ing, wjileh win bo. read with especial 
local interest: 

A confirmatory letter, relating 
the stoppage of the Anglo-American 
Polar expedition, headed by Capt. 
Elmar Mikkelsen, 200 miles off Point 
Barrow,' has been received by E. 
Stewart, of this city, from V, Steffas- 
son,, tlic ethnologist of tho expedition. 

Mr. Steffasson, who Is a 1-Iarvard 
graduate, intended to winter with the 
explorers,, and after that remain. along 
the north coast to study, the Esquihio 
people and their language. Fearing 
that If liB joined the ship at- the com. 
moncement of the expedition she 
might get frozen in the ice north of 
Alaska, and thus waste him a year 
of his time, he journeyed from Ed- 
monton, by way of tho Maciscnzle 
river, to .Shingle Point, to await their 
coming. His troubles did not, how- 
over, end with his arrival, for lie was 
soon to learn that the supijly steamer 
liad failed to got In with stores, an 
miprccedonled occurrence, so that ' no 
provisions could he bought. 

When the last of the whalcr.s loft 
llersholl in August, they offered him 
ii passage till he met liLs slilii, but 
tills, for obvious reasons,"'lie was un- 
able to accept. Another dlfilculty was 
soon to be encountered, for tho Can- 
adian Northwest , Mounted Police told 
him that it was madness, to winter In 
flcrshell, and madd' it Clear that no 
assistance might be .-expected, from 
them. " ., ■ . " ■■ ' '■ 

Mr. StcffisHon says:' "They treated 
me very lUndly when they found that 
no ships wore coming and I was still 
going to stay, and they were justlUed 
in fearing that 1 would become a sort 
of 'jiubiic charge' during the winter. 
As soon as 1 found they felt tliat way, 
T left the Island and went to Ksquimo 
village on Sept. 1." 

Here tho Ksfiuimo readily agreed to 
keep Mr, Steffasson and receive their 
pay when tho supply ship came in 
next year. Tlio letter then gives de- 
tails of ills life amongst the Ksqui- 
nio. lie says: "About the oiii.v iia- 
liro ciisloni tliat I have hold aloof 
from was to sleep in the common bed 
with the . rest of . the family of thir 
teen. But; 1 soon found that I would 
have to vacate this domicile, owing to 
my -dread of coiisuinption, for one of 
the members of the family with which 
I lived was sick with this disease, so 
I shifted my quarters to the house of 
a Dane, who had settled down there." 

Mr. Steffasson, writing about the 
natives, says: "They are among the 
best people In the world, and their 
domestic lite Is perfect; on no occas- 
ion have I seen a quarrel between 
husband and wife, or even siilklnes.'U. 
A child is never punlsiied, and thev 
are models of good behavior, both as 
liable.s and when growing up. Tho 
women are social equals of the luon, 
and lia\'o certain work apportioned 
out to them. 

"The husband never buvs or kOIIh 
anything if his wife is witliin call, 
without a.skli)g her advice, and usual 
ly deferring to her judgn.on*. 

"When mixed company are togeth- 
er, the women join In any di.scussi(ni 
freely, and are listened to as ro.-ipeot- 
fully as the men. • Even when wet 
cold and hungry, the Esquinio are al 
ways in a good humor, and always 
making tho best of everything, and 
arc constantly at work. Having mar- 
velous mechanical genius, thoy are 
able to cojiy or make anything" which 
thoy see or liave a model of, or even 
a clear description of. 

'•Map-making is another trait among 
tile men, who lnvaiUi)l.\' when on 
journeys trace their routo and draw 
e.xcoilent maps of the coast.s tlioy 
have travclo!!^ The TK'ople L're ■•ilwa.v's 
courteous and iiSsiiitahio to strangei-.s, 
ljut their characleilstic features are 
unpleasant to the wiiite man. For ono 
thing, they do not seem to realize the 
Innate superiority of the white, of 
which most of us are aware. Thoy 
will patronize a white man about as 
much as wo might ah ICsquimo or a 
Chinaman in ' our country. Tiioy are 
remarkably eager to learn anything of 
use,'-i and although the ■ missionaries 
have made only two converts In the 
last few years, their ' school is well 
patronized, and 1 believe that every 
other Nunatnna and ' ever.v fourth 
Ko.grnollick can write a little." 

Tlin letter ends by tolling of shoot- 
ing trips in senroh of door. Mr. Stef- 
fasson also has something to say 
about tho stature of the difforent 
tribes. The Nunatana tribe (Island 
Iieoplo), from seventy meaKurements 
taken, average '5 feet S l-r> Indies, 
while tho KogmoIIIcks (coast peojiio), 
are (i foot 1-2 Inches. The letter is 
.lated Nov. It, lOOli, the last postcrlpl 
lioing added on Nov. 25, drawing at- 
tention to tho fact that tho Anglo- 
American expedition will not be able 
to continue its Journey until late this 
summer.

Mall and Empire— Thomas Bailey 
AUlrich was another of those bud boys 
whose mothers live to bo very proud 
of them. At the time of his death ho 
was ono of the most distinguished 
American men of letters of hio time, 
although for tho past^ few years ho 
had done little work. He Just, missed 
being a groat poet, using the word 
"groat" In tho sense It might be ap- 
plied to Longfellow and Bryant, and 
he failed also of being as popular ns 
Riley oi- Field. Ho was, perhaps, as 
good a craftsman as anjr of them, and 
Stedman has said that ' Aldrlch was 
tho most ifinished literary artificer of 
his day. . , 

Aldrlch, so far aa one can recall' at 
the moment, never put a song on tho 
Hps of tho nation. He never wrote 
such a "hit" as Cy Wnrman, the author 
of "Swoot Marie," but, on the contrary 
liQ was more than a poet's poet. His 
work was almost uniformly delightful, 
and after it had ticKled the fastidious 
palates of the readers of the "Atlan- 
tic" It appealed to a' wider audience 
In the newspapers. ;• Aldrlch wroto 
prose as ..well as svor^e, for he had the 
wit and huinor^ that are not Invariably 
among tho gifts of poets, and In Ills 
prose ho did not seek to write over 
tho heads of the people, although ho 
has been likened to Henry James hi 
that each was somewhat Indebted 
to the French school of modern writ- 
ers. His subjects were;' usually, "select- 
ed from Ne\V' England life, and' If they 
we're not quite the vivid transcripts 
of Jtary Wllklns, they were at least 
rich promises of what a subtler in

Among the Europeans 



"Wlnnipeggors arc Just beginning to 
wake up to tho nccosslty of .adver- 
tising their city," said a well-known 
Immigration ofUcIal In conversation 
with a Winnipeg Tribune reporter, 
"and I believe that to some extent 
they .are urged on to this action by 
the splendid success the Immigration 
department has achieved In. bringing 
settlers to western Canada. 

"The . whole work' .has . been done 
almost completely by.; advertising in 
one ■ form or another, either 'by send- 
ing out literature, ' employing lecturers 
or through exhibiting the products of 
western Canada In all tlio countries of 
Europe and In tho United States. 

"For tlil.4 latter purpo.su the depart- 
ment send nioii out all over western 
Canada each fall and llip.so agents, 
wltln-uL iuakinK any plel: or cli.nre, 
send In to the department all lUiiils 
of grain and Kras.'ic."^, cilthnr In tho 
sheaf or otherwise, a;i cut l.i.v tin! 
farmon-?. 

"During last fall some twenty-four 
cars of grain In the sheaf aiul ;fOO 
bushels of threshed grain were sliipiied 
to AVlniiipog to be prepared for exhi- 
bition purposes." 

The reporter' was shown through the 
largo warehouse near tljo C.'.P.. R. de- 
pot, where,, these grains are ^ stored, 
and It :biily>:roqulres'; a', peep Ihttf this 
great ' storehouse to .' form 'an Idea' of 
the' fertility "of western Canada. In 
the line of wheat, there are Red I'^llo, 
fall wheat varieties, Stanley, Preston, 
Odessa and Alberta Rod, formerly 
called Turkey Red. There are white 
banner and black oats, and many var- 
ieties of Ijarle.y. 

AVItii regard to rye, natives from 
Dcninarlc and Russia, where tills grain 
is a .staple article, declare that our 
rye Is second to nono in the world, 
and Just the other day ono of tho 
travelers from an Iri.=;li linen manu- 
facturing centre made tho statemont 
that (lax grown in western Canada 
contains finer fibre than any grown in 
tho Emerald Isle. 

"There arc also samples of timnlhy 
and millet hay and bromo grass (cul- 
tivated), .j,, and , In grasses the/o arc 
vetches,' Jiieatvlne, , red and alsyke clo- 
ver and alfalfa. 

"When this grain reaches Winnipeg 
each shc;if is divided Into several 
small, , compact and artistically- 
arranged bundles, which, when comb- 
ed of tlio outside foliage, present a 
very pleasing appear-ance. From 30 to 
r>0 of ihcso bundles or siampiea are 
packed In largo six-foot lioxes, meas- 
uring 20x20, for shipment. 

"iijlnco tho beginning of the year 
two carloads of these easo.s h.-ire l)een 
consigned to J. Urueo W.-ilkor, the 
head agent of tho Canadian Iniinigra- 
tlon department In London, Eng., and 
there they are subdivided and sent to 
the provincial fairs all over tlin Ih'it- 
Ish Isles. Samples are also .ililpped to 
Belgium, France and Germany, and 
every state fair held In the republic 
to tho south of us receives its quota 
of Canadian grains. 

"Exceptionally large shipments will 
ho made to exhibitions that will be 
held In Dublin and Edinburgh this 
Bummcr. 

"From six to twelve men p.ro con- 
tinually employed In Winnipeg pre- 
paring these exhibits."

This Journal failed after 
throe years' existence, and Aldrlch be- 
came onoo rhore .a free lance, although 
tho Atlantic Monthly took, nearly 
QvorythIng that hb wrote;' In ,1881 ho 
succeeded Howells as editor of tho At- 
laiil!(;, and held the post, for ten y(<ars. 
Por.sonally, ho was a lovable man and' 
niado a liost of friends. His deatli ro- 
mbve-s one of tho finest figures In" the 
literature of , tho day. 



Edmonton, March 20.-r-Noiniore;clnT 

teresting story of the present condi- 
tion of tho fur trade In the great 
north land tributary to Edmonton 
could have beoii told than was listened 
to at tho Canadian club yesterday af- 
ternoon. Harrison Young, tho speak- 
er us a iiloneor. Is so intimately ac- 
yuaintod with tlie progress of the fur 
trade in the north and with tlio vicls- 
Edmonton and district aa a fur trad- 
Edmonton and district as a fur rtad- 
Ing centre, that his essay u|)on tho 
subject could , not fall to elicit the in- 
tense interest of those who were priv- 
ileged to be in attendance yesterday 
at the weekly luncheon, 

Mr. Young, for 30 years, a resident 
of the Edmonton country, , and. an old 
employee of tho HudsonvBajricompany, 
threw Into his es.say all thb' s'oul and 
Imaginative spirit of one who has 
traveled tho woodlands and the lakes 
trevoled the woodlands and tho lakes 
of tho great hinterland. 

Ho foresaw, too, that Edmonton's 
days as a famed fur centre are num- 
bered. The advance of commercialism 
and a more complete civilization for 
the north country will create In Ed- 
monton a wholesale world, and In turn 
tlie fur centre will be moved farther 
northward, being supplied by tho 
wholesale houses which will soOn lo- 
cato In the capital. 

Mr. Young's ossav Is as follows: 
As Edmonton owes Its existence to 
tho fur trade and Is now the base of 
su])plies for tho groat, fur country of 
the north, a few remarks on the past 
history, of tho trade, and Its future 
probabilities, from one who has been 
more or less associated with the trade 
for tho ,past forty years, may not . be 
.without Interest to .the members .of 
the club. As the search for gold mines 
and other mineral wealth have In many 
countries led to the ojicning up of tho 
lands wii(>re these minerals exist, so 
llui pursuit of furs has lieen in British 
North America the in,-;ans of gradually 
opening up anil civilizing tlie vast ex- 
tent of country now under the govorn- 
niont and control of the Dominion of 
Canada. The fur traders have been 
the pioneers of this civilization. Today 
there .are no new lands for them to 
conquer, the fields for their operation 
•has been set and each year sees the 
area, .whore fur bearing animals, can 
exist becoming more and imbro .clrcum- 
acrlbod. This, being tho case, It would 
bo natural to suppose that tho output 
of fi;rs must be gradually, decreasing 
On the contrary, tho fur catch Is larg- 
er now than ever before, and tho use 
of furs was never more universal or 
fashionable than It Is today. 

In former days the dlfflculties of 
transportation placed a limit on the 
quality of goods that couU: be taken 
into tho fiir bearing country for fur 
trade, and tho natlvcB did not trade 
now for then they could sell. It was 
no uncommon occurrence a .few, years 
ago for tho. Indians at the posts of the 
Hudson's Bay' company to have more 
furs than they had goods to pay for 
them,, and' tho trader became ..the 
;Tjunter ,,nntll a fresh supply of goods 
tb-liid bo' brought In. Stocks of goods 
could' only, the received onCe a year. 
Today all this Is changed. The rail- 
road and steamboat have taken tho 
place of t,he cnnoc, tho .York boat, tho 
pack horse,, and the old Red River 
cart. 'The plcturosqno figure of the 
old time boy agent, with his variegat- 
ed costume, a fiesclic, a flotche night 
shirt, featliered hat, .and beaded leg- 
gins, Is fading away and his place Is 
being filled by the man In the over- 
alls. As a consequence of this change 
In conditions, .the fur trader Is brought 
much. icloserj.io. his,, bajjev.of. supplies 
prlofiiof ^fur.f AyasJia/'flxed'; one." Never 
price 'of fiir wii ' a fixed "orio. never 
varying from year to year; the Lon- 
don market, which fixes tho price of 
fur tho world over, might vary as 
much as it pleased. Tlie price of furs 
to an Indian was always tlic .s.ame. 
Nowadays competition Is so keen lliat 
prices lluctuato continually. Tho prilcs 
liriccs fluctuate oontlnnally. The prices 
realized at tho tur .s,.;es now In pro- 
gress In London will fix the prices to 
be paid for furs in the nortii nOxt 
winter. Tho purchasing jiower of a 
skin of any fur liearlng animal has 
greatly incrousod, both as to the price 
IKild for the skin and the price of the 
goods for which It is sold. The Indian 
Is far better off today than at any 
time In the history of the fur trade 
A silver fox that ,a ; few years ago 
W'oiild hnv 
lar.'*. will now bring 
more, and tho same applies to all 
other furs.

tho present output; of,); furs, ?and4fe.ven 
when settlement has 'gorio ras far -north 
as cllmpitlo conditions will permit -of, 
there will ahvays remain a great ox- 
tent of country where the fur' trader 
will rolgn. 

» Fur Centre Will Move North. 

Edmonton cannot hope to always re- 
main tho fur market that It Is today. 
As Sdon as the railroads aro built be- 
yond Edmonton the fur market will 
begin tq slip away. When a railroad 
Is built to Peace rlVer and the groat 
navigable waterways of the north be- 
come.,UtIlIzed, a town will arise on tho 
ibank's.'.df^^ the Peace river, where the 
transhlpriierit of goods from railways 
to steambbats takes . place and ihero 
the fut' ; buyer,;: and :fur trader will 
meet as they do In Edmonton today. 

Winnipeg was once tho great fur 
market of tho west, until Edmonton 
took a large portion of tho trade away 
—Winnipeg wholesale merchants, to- 
day cater to and supply the fur mer- 
chants of Edmonton, who in turn sup- 
ply tho traders of the north. This 
condition will repeat itself, I think, 
when a railroad roaches out- to tho 
Peace river. 

Transportation Facilities 

Tho rapids In tho Athabasca river 
form the great drawbacks to the, pres- 
ent tr.ansport rout(! to the north. If a 
winter road were cut out from Edmon- 
ton to Fort McMurray, from which 
point there Is steamboat navigation to 
Fort Smith, it would greatly choupcn 
freight rates Into the north. When a 
railroad is built to Athabasca Landing, 
and the building of a line is now only 
dependent on receiving of labor to 
build it, tho array of freighters, who 
riow earn a living freighting to the 
landing will bo put out of eriiployment 
If the government would open a united 
route to McMurray, there men would 
Ilnd work, tho transport of goods for 
the north could be mOre cheaply car- 
ried on, and tho trader being able to 
get In during winter a supply of goods 
available for early spring trade, could 
carry on his business with less capital 
than is reciulred today, when large 
stocks must bo carried to meet tho 
eventualltlOB of tlio trade. The plan- 
ner of conducting tho actual trade be- 
tween the Indian and the trader Is 'so 
well known that it requires but a bare 
mention, the' old system Of packing 
goods at a value of so many skins, or 
water beaver, , tho ; old and universal 
system of the'; ]3iiclsbtf Bdy Company 
Is gradually chariglng to a money vkl- 
uatlon In thesii districts where tho an- 
nual payment of treaty money by 
agents of the government has made 
tho natives acquainted with the cash 
value of goods. 

The furs traded are these common 
to all the northern parts of the. con- 
tinent, and tho quality of niost 
kinds Is not' exceeded by furs ' from 
any other quarter. Only tho otter 
and mink of Eastern Canada are bet- 
tor. At the annual fur sales In Lon- 
don there aro always to be found 
amongst the .. highest , priced stores, 
some .belbiSgtnB; to ' iJdnioriton ship- 
pers. ' >• 
Tribute to Early Settlors 

When one considers the number of 
years that , tho trade in fure lias , ex- 
isted, that this trade has .been car- 
ried on amongst a -Wild- and savage 
people, by men who made no preten- 
tion of malntahilng .any armed force 
to protect themselves, It Is a, wonder- 
ful tribute to tho traders of • the Hud- 
son's Bay company and the later tra- 
ders who carried into competition with 
them, that this trade has been carried 
on without loss of life and without any 
trouble with the natives of the coun 
try. The traders always treated tho 
natives fairly and were well treated 
by thorn In . return. A community of 
Interest and square dealing on both 
sides, kept botli parties good friends 

Time does not permit, me to go Into 
this subject at any length of detail 
or to de.'il with what may bo called 
the romance of the. trade, like gold 
mining, the life had great fascinations 
for those engaged in.it. Tho old race 
of traders and boj^aques aro fast be 
coming but a'mem'ory. Th'e men who 
nro succeodlng_them conduct tho trade 
much as any other business is con 
ducted, profits 4ire smaller and com 
petition Is keen, but tlie furs reach 
a market sooner, and the turn over Is 
made oftener than in bygone days, The

Fur Supply Still Good 

There seems to mo no danger of tiio 
suppl.v of furs nniler present condi- 
tions giving out with the exception of 
beaver.

I have 
seen them practically wlp(!d out in 
parts of I.iritisli Columbia., the Peace, 
river and .'Vll)erla.

In. tho Peace river the 
beaver Is cleaned out' or' nearly so. 
Thousands were -formerly killed where 
how they aro fow^-and far" between; tlie 
Indians Who ' lised^rto -;hunt then; are 
dead, wiped" out by'scrofula and con- 
sumption; the hunting grounds of 
those Indians have not been hunted 
over, and yet tho bcavor do not In- 
eroaso. 'fliore Is In the north unlimit- 
ed scoiie for the beaver, lots of coun- 
try that can never bo lit for anything 
el.se. Why not Ueep the heaver In It 
when wo liavo tlieni there'.' Onco gone 
tho.y cannot be replaced.

THE HOPE- OP RlJIVTANITY. 

"They have taken away my lOord, 
and I know not where thoy have laid 
s him." In all writhiir, sacred or pro- 
fa.ne, there is nothing more replete 
AVlth.';liuman pathos than the pxcla- 
inatlc^'n^ o£ Mary, as she turned ' away 

■ from' the empty sepulchre, wherein two 
. days before had been, laid the body of 

one, who was ' dearur to licr than 
• everything else on eq.rth. Mary had 
■watched alone at the foot of the cross, 
after all the rest of His followers for- 
. Book Him and fled. For her the hos- 
tility of the priesthood had no terrors, 
tho presence of the tioldlcrs no cause, 
for alarm. Ho whom 'she loved was 
dying, and her place was near Him. 
And prompted by tho same spirit, she 
sought His tomb to pay a last tribute. 
,. His body was not there," and blinded 
'> her tears she made her complaint 
to the first person she met. Thiii proved 
to be her Klseti Lord. We may per- 
haps imagine, but can hardly hope to 

■ do so, the emotions which swoi)t over 
her as Ha called her by name. Ac- 
cepting the story as literally true, the 

/moment that she recognized the 
Martyr of. Calvary In the figure before 
her must be regarded as of one joy In- 
comparable In the history of mankind. 
"I£ man " die, shall ho live again?" is 

Belief In a" conscious future Individual 

i existence after death Is the corner 
"I, stone of tho Christian doctrine. Upon 
: \ other points there may be a wide de- 
yergencev of opinion, 'but upon this 
' there must be unity among all who 
profess and call themselves Christians. 
There may be difterence?s of view as 
to how, when and by whom this future 
life is attained, but unless he accepts 
the statenient that Jesus rose from the 
dead and believes that men who com- 
ply with certain- requisitles will also 
be raised from the dead to enjoy a 
' distinct individual existence, a man is 
pot a Christian, whatever else he may 
be. He may live perfectly In accord 
with the principles of the Sermon on 
.the Mount, he may lack nothing in 
point of meet}ngSthoi!requIrements of 
tho moral law; ' •' b'ut he cannot 
claim to be a Christian if Easter has 
no special significance to him. Upon 
the fact that he himseif had seen the 
Risen Lord,: Paul built up his whole 
fabric of Christian doctrine, and those 
who accepted the doctrines taught by 
Paul were called Christians. There 
must have been many persons who 
heard Jesus teach and preach, ' and 
who shaped their lives in accordance 
with His precepts, who never would' 
have been so classed. But Christian- 
ity has no monopoly ol^ this doctrine. 
It is held, in one form or Another, more 
widely than any other human belief. 
Perhaps there is not sufficient evidence 
to warrant any one in saying abso- 
lutely that It is universal, but we think 
it may, be said that ho tribe of men 
haS' ever yet been found that does 
not in some manner entertain the hope 
of, or is not Influenced In some way 
by a belief in, a future existence. Tho 
idea may assume exceedingly gros- 
tesque shapes, it may lead to extra- 
ordinary rules of action, but It seems 
to be as natural to man as the per- 
formance of any of the ordinary func- 
tions of the body or mind. It appears 
to bo the universal inheritance of hu- 
manity. The existence of men, who 
havo -schooled themselves Into a belief 
that death ends all. Is proof that na- 
turally men do nbt liold such a belief. 
Moreover, we have no means of know- 
ing If those, who say they so believe, 
have really eradicated from their minds 
the inborn expectation of another , life 
' after .^thls'fjHio. There are irecesses In 
every 'man's mind where ideas hide 
themselves. We find no difficulty In 
admitting that men are able to per- 
suade themselves by reasoning thai 
when the breath leaves the body that 
Is the end; we know that many men 
live strictly in accordance with this 
conception, but what wo do not admit 
is that any man ever naturally dis- 
believed absolutely In a future life, or 
over succeeds In absolutely, eradicating 
from his mind the idea of such a lite. 

Ii'aluru teaches the doctrine of a re- 
surrection. The principle of, life sur- 
vives from generation to generation 
'in plants and it seems exceedHigly 
difficult to believe that tho spirii. of 
man, that which Is capable of alnio.st 
unlimited development while in body, 
loses its Identity and even Its existence 
, when divorced from tho bddy. It is 
easier to believe that one, who lived 
. as JcsuH did. could bo beyond the pow- 
er of physical deatli than that His 
marvelous personality ebbed away into 
nothingness with the blood which 
flowed from His wounds. To admit 
what Kclontllic men oall "tho conserva- 
tion of energy" or, In other words, that 
natural forces are eternal, although 
their manifestation may bo changed, 
then say that the personality of the 
man. ind who worked out that theory 
Is evanescent, Hccnis absurd on the face 
of things. There Is everything in- 
trinsically probable In tho story of tho 
nesurrectlon and wo may feel as.surcd 
that on this Easter morning wo ;ire 
not simply celebrating a c;innliigly de- 
vised fable, but' are commemorating a 
demonstration of tho fact lii.ii. ihchope 
of humanity has a solid foun^latlon. 



frame Is more Important than the pic 
ture." The greatest satire "on this phase 
of human nature is Carlyle's Sartcr 
Resartus, only he deals with clothes 
and the man. When Barnum said that 
tho American pepplo liked to be hum 
bugged, he was^gl^^ to 
a fact appllcaDie.;tp„'>iiearly all man- 
kind. We all lilto ttf have things pre- 
sented to us Just a lltle' differently fpm 
what they really are; '■, ; Ar:good;:.frame' 
will carry off a pdor^piqtUre^^lit^ a 
matter of wonder, when l/ou 'corrio to 
think of it, how wo are all carried 
away by this Idea. We even deceive 
oursolvea about ourselves" by it. AV'hen 
we are about. our business In our ev- 
eryday clothes wo do not feel particu- 
larly better or worse than the other 
follows whom we meet; but whoa night 
comes and wo don our dress suits, tlio 
glory of the new ftjime permeates iotir 
very souls and, if we keep 'sobeh we 
will feel that we are Just on a little 
higher plane than we wcro during tlie 
day time. Of course this is very ab- 
surd. Tour neighbor, when he is out 
in tho barn, with an old suit or a pair 
of overalls on, milking tho cow because 
the Chinaman has gone down town 
to keep the New T*ir, is just as good 
a fellow as he Is later on; when re- 
splendent In an expansive shirt-front 
and all tlio paraphernalia going there- 
with, he loans against your mantle- 
piece dangling his eye-glasses. You 
know that he knows that; but ho seems 
better to you and better to himself. 
Or take our friends of what Susan Jane 
persists in calling the "mlllngtary." 
When they are "dressed up in tlielr 
uniforms," as tho old song says, they 
seem to be exceedingly Important peo- 
ple, and all unconsciously they assume 
a tone in Iveeping with the picture 
frame with which they are encompass- 
ed. That Is one of the reasons, prob- 
ably, why our army officers are usually 
in so great a hurry to got Into clti- 
zen.s' clothes, when their duties for the 
day are over. It is too much of a 
strain to live up to the uniform. Tlie 
young bride who, as she contemplated 
the very dainty tea-pot among tho pres- 
ents, sighed and said: "Oh, George, If 
we could only hope to Uvo up to It," 
expressed the feeling which many of 
us experience In the recesses of ous 
souls. We cannot hope to live up al- 
ways to the picture-frames in wlilch 
circumstances compel us to place our- 
selves. This is 'one reason why so 
many us delight to shake oft the 
trammels of civilization and get out 
Into the woods, or any other old place, 
where wo can bo ourselves and noth- 
ing else. Picture frames have an un- 
doubted value, but often thoy are too 
heavy to carry about. 

One of their uses Is to convey ideas. 
The parson In his surplice is represen- 
tative of an idea, and In contemplating 
tho Idea some of us are able to for- 
l-sot the man. When wo meet tho 
Sergeant-at-Arms In the lobby ho docs 
not appear materially different from 
any one else; but when he picks up tho 
Mace, which 1^ his ofllclal picture- 
frame, he becomes quite an Important 
person indeed, because he then repre- 
sents the sovereignty of the people. In 



no argument, for everyone knows tholr 
prowess In that respect already. 

Picture frames play their uses in 
politics — not la our politics of course, 
but in those of some places that we 
have read about. .Tho man wjio , wants 
power Is ;afways.;careful*toiframe his 
ambition in s6motliing;tiiat divert 
attention from It. As ; it Isi saf er to 
talic out people who have been a long 
time dead than those : who . are living, 
wo may take, as an' illustration 
leon. Here was a man who O'von In the 
intlmaclca of his private life kept on 
his picture frame, and so successful 
was ho in doing so, that men are yet 
speculaUngrlfas'l^^q^^^^^ of man 

ho really was. ' Professing to be a de- 
voted over of peace, he waged war 
relentlessly: claiming to be the friend 
of popular liberty, ho set up the most 
'absQlute''bfj^de8^^ as a pu- 

'fist lift ail , thtngs'Terating to tho family 
and personal habits, he was coarse and 
licentious. Ho is tho greatest mystery 
In history. The world has learned to 
kp.ow and admire , the frame. What 
glimpses of tho picture Itself, which 
iho memoirs of his contemporaries dis- 
close, are of something vastly different 
from tho amanlng figure which be- 
strode Europe like a Colossus. 



EASTER. 

The celebration of Easter, as repre- 
sentative of tho anniversary of the 
Resurrection of Christ, dates from the 
earliest period in the history of the 
Church. It may "be said In a general 
way that, so far as records go, there 
never was a time, since the Resurrec- 
tion itself, when it was not observed. 
That the Apostles and tholr followers 
would commemorate an; , event, , which 
was at the very foundation of their 
religious belief, sooms to be beyond 
all (luestlon, although It may bo that 
thoy did not select the actual anniver- 
sary of the day. This much may be 
taken as certain, namely that the cel- 
ebration of the "Resurrection Is as old 
as Christianity itself. The method of 
celebrating It has varied at different 
times and In ' different manners in 
different countries. Some of tho latter 
are survivals from pre-Christian times. 
Among the-so i.s the use of eggs in one 
way or another. The egg has from the 
highest antiquity been regarded as 
emblematical of a future life. In 
France and Germany, during tho Jlld- 
dlo Ages, bishops and other eccle.«las- 



21st and September 23rd. On these 
days itiie'pperlod from sunrise to sunset 
and from sunset to sunrise is exactly 
the same, or in other words the day is 
equal to the night. Tho period o£ 
darkness is not as long as theteeriod 
of daylight, because of the mSrnlng 
and evening twilight, , which prolong 
the latter. The spring, or vernal Equi- 
nox would very naturally attract groat 
attention In northern lands, because it 
may bo taken to Indicate that siuimnier 
Is combing on. The winter ' sdlsticcS 
when the sun, having reached Its most 
southern point In its apparent motion 
through the heavens turns northward 
again, was the occasion of the festivi- 
ties of Tule Tide, which havd lapsed 
into our Christmas celebrations. These 
wcro deemed moro Important than the 
spring rejoicings. It lias been urged 
that tho pagan observance of the two 
solstices and the two Equinoxes points 
to the probability that the human race 
once yyLve&j;lnfcli;cii:ri^ lands. The 
argument' Is" soihewhkt' too Involved to 
bo repeated here, but It is an exceed- 
Ipgly interesting one. It will bo evi- 
dent, without going Into particulars, 
that a people, living under such condi- 
tions that for a long period every year 
the sun was hidden from thdlr sight, 
would note with great interest the time 
when he set out upon his return jour- 
ney, as well as all the other phases of 
his apparent course though the sl^rs, 
which lay around the horizon in a belt, 
and are those now called the Ecliptic, 
Thus we see that in today's festivities 
we are commemorating not only the 
Resurrection of Christ, and the cele- 
brations of our flre-worshlppIng an- 
cestors, but possibly those of a time 
long prior to tho Glacial Period, when 
lands around tho North Pole were not 
only fit for habitation, but were the 
home of a people "learned in tho 
science of astro'riomy.r.^';. 



EASTER IN RUSSIA 



Following is . a graphic description of 
an Easier day nccno in .Russia taken 
from tho pages of Leo Tolstoy's novel 
"Resurrection":

New. York Fashion Letter 



Kew York, March 23.-/Sprlng hats, 
gay with all the gauzo and tlowcrs In 
season and In mild. 8iuniiier,y are In fuU 
bloom in . the show ro6m8,>and in them. 
If one is a forecaster'; 6f ' events, one 
can see very deflniie pronouncements 
ol fancies that are sure to be the rage 
later on. 

One of the straws most ia ucmand 
is the fine English straw, which is very 
BtlfC and heavy, but for tlie first hat 
of spring and for wear with the new 
tailor ctyles are very fetching and 
comfortable, whilo later on there is no 
' doubt that the . Belgians will rather 
Buporsedo them, because of their llght- 
iiesa and soCtncsa in tlio warmer Wea- 
tlier. l''or a stil'i: hat I'or many occa- 
sions tlie lirst straw ia sure to hold 
its own, and the second will bo souglu 
for when a moro dressy affair is need- 
ed. The lace braids and hall-shapes 
are not seen in' many quarters as they 
.Avero last year, for straw seems to have 
suddenly bocomo more popular and 
wiien open effects are desired, Panama 
materials are used to obtain thcin. 

Flat or' musliroom sliapes are in tJio 
lead, and tliese are curveil, dented, 
twisted Into shapes tliat suit tlia face, 
and for these modes long pluinos, birds 
■with long tails, and wreaths of flowers 
are much used. Most of the stiff hats 
are narrow' in tho' brim, and are much 
trimmed on one side, particularly tho 
left.

the prunes. Crack the .-'atohes, remove 
tho kernels, pound to a paste and add 
to tile prunes; this gives to tho pud- 
ding a flavor of dates. Beat the wliite.s 
of throe eggs until stiff and stir lightly 
into tho pruno mixture, then placo in 
a moderate oven and bake about 
twenty minutes. Servo with whipped 
cream. 

• Maple, Biscuits. — Make an ordinary 
baking powder biscuit dough and roll 
out very thin. Spread v;lth shaved 
rriaple- sugar and butter, using one- 
fourth as much butler as sugar.

Candied Chcrilos.--BolI toigothcr a pound 
of granulated sugar aud a gill of water, 
without KtUrhig, until a little dropped Into 
cold water la brittle, then tal;e tlio eauee- 
jiau from tho tire and sec In an outor-paii 
of scalding water. Stir In a tea.spooiiful 
of lemon juice, then, with «i candy dipper 
or sugar tongs, or tiny skewer, dip eaeli 
clean, dry cherry Into the syrup and lay 
on a platter to dry. 

Mnrshniallow Cake .Killing. — Dissolve Hve 
tablespoonfulH of pure gum arable In a 
.glll of cold water, add n halt cup of pow- 
dered Bugnr and boll until a little dropped 
Into cold water will form n ball between 
tlie tJiumb anil linger. Have ready beaten 
Btlrc tho wdilti! of an egg, pour the hot 
svnip upon this, beating Btuadlly, nd.i a 
little vanllln and spread upon <;uke layers.

If a friend Is wor- 
ried over sonietblug that wo would- count 
a trillc, we feel he Is to blame, greatly to 
blame, for, his lack of ifiiitu nnd ordinary 
good sense, and this foellni; effcotually pre- 
vents us from cnrmpatbmng with him. And 
when we arc iburdeued, our friend feels 
lil'nlliu-ly that our burdon Is but a trivial 
tiling, and his sympathy Is noeessarlly 
wlthholil, The nervous man suffers a thou- 
sand ills that the eooler, more phlegmatic 
brother escapes.

There Is an 
amiexallonist party tlierc comiiosed oC 
certain American merchants and 
others who benellt by trade with tho 
United States and of a few .English 
wiio resent tho withdrawaV .o£'' the 
British fleet and look upon' the ."West 
Indies as fated , to join the Union. 
This •isectloh' lis '.opposed to the gov- 
erriof and' the English administration, 
and vehemently hostile to him and 
In any' Issue sucii as the present,. 
They glorified In the landing of United 
States sailors and the flying of the 
United States Hag, and no doubt the 
criticism of tho Kingston Telegraph 
vvlilch were cabled 'icrc. Yet it was 
the opinions, the protests, the animus, 
of tills section of the populatlor. that 
permeated and practically compiled 
tho despatches from Jamaica. 
Moulded by Associated Press 

"In a nutshell it may bo. said tliat 
Canadian public opinion was moulded 
In tills wliolo matter by tho utter- 
ances and opinions of tlio American 
colony in Kingston through tho Amer- 
ican ABSOcla'»;d Press. Wo never re- 
ceived any report of tho governor's 
action. It was chiefly a retailing of 
virulent criticism of his Inconceivable 
Iraprudentte in ordering rtroopsi.out of 
Kingston 'and In 'darings tdlrissbrit hi 
satirical terms the unwarrahted '"action 
of n.n American, admiral. Cuba' Is 
hardly American soli, yet if a British 
.admiral were to land sailors' at Santi- 
ago after an cartliciuake, clear the 
streets under waving Hags, and hoist 
the Union Jack over a public build- 
ing, "In the Interests of charity," it 
does not roqulro a vivid Imagination 
to esthnate tho consoquence. 'J'ho In- 
itial conduct of Admiral Davis was 
slurred over and only casually referred 
to iis ail lnt(!rrupteil work ai' charity; 
tno action o£ tho governor wua dealt 



with in every form of varied Insinua- 
tion and,,, attack. ^.Canadian opinion 
was, in shbrti',5 formed along what 1 
will again ' describe as continental 
linos, as it was in the Alaskan boun- 
dary case, and as it Js oven now in 
the' Newfoundland case.

The consolidation of great Industries 
in a like field, and the organization of 
wage-earners following a particular 
Industry, naturally resulted in tho 
striko of national importance. Partic- 
ularly during the past live years has 
this been noticeable, and public-spirit- 
ed citizens, recognizing thls'men'ace to 
the prosperity of our country, have ex- 
erted all possible effort toward tlic 
settlement of wage and hour disputes 
before tlio danger point is reached. 

Prominent among the agencies that 
have worlced for Industrial peace is 
the National' Civic Federation, and tho 
activity of - 'this body ' has attracted 
national attention. ' Students of econ- 
omic and industrial development have 
been diligent In. Seeking a remedy for 
Industrial disturbances. The. "tendency 
Is toward the recognition of tirbltr.i.- 
tion as tile panacea, but it still re- 
mains forj the employer and the union 
to wbric' 'oiu't the method ot arbitration. 
It is an easy matter to call for "arbi- 
tration," but it is a most dlfllcult task 
to supply the machinery that will re- 
sult in a fair and just decision. ' 

Perli.aps the most noticeable instance 
of the working out of an arbitration 
agreement is presented in tlio compact 
bctwoeii the American Newspaper Pulj- 
llsherfj' Association, embracing in Us 
membership some 250 of the leading 
newspapers of tho country', and the 
International Typographical Union, 
wdtli Its more than 45,000 members. 
Tho Initial agreement between those 
two great associations covered only 
ono year and provided for tho arliitra- 
tion of disputes that might arise un- 
der a contract. The second agreement 
which ran for five years, provided for 
the arbitration of disputes that might 
arise in the maiilng of a contract and 
under tho contract after it was made. 
Tho arbitration board, under both 
these agreements, consisted of one 
representative of tho publisher and 
one representative of the. union, these 
two to select a third member or chair 
man. This method was found to bo 
unsatisfactory, as it was necessary to 
go out.sido of the conlines f>t tho print- 
ing Industry to secure a cliairman, and 
in nearly all instances the man select- 
ed Was totally unfamiliar with the 
workings in a newsi>aper offlco- 

Tho American Newspaper Publish- 
ers' Association met in convention in 
New York in February, and a now 
agreement, which liad previously been 
formulated by tho executive council of 
tlio International Tyjiographlcal Union 
and the special st.andlng committee of 
the American Newspaper Publishers' 
Association, was endorsed at that con- 
vdntlon. This. .afer^emont embraces a 
radically difterentl^ethod of arbitra- 
tion than has hefotofore been a part 
of any agreement- m this country — 
that Is, any agreement' ot national 
scope. The now agreement provides 
for an arbitration board composed ot 
three members representing tlic union 
and three members representing the 
publishrs, all slx''iisxpdfts news- 
paper field, and this 'board Is to settle 
disputes M-ithout tho aid of a chair- 
man or umpire. lit appearing before 
the convention ot the American Now.s- 
paper Publishers' Association last 
Februarj', James JL Lynch, president 
of the International Typographical 
Union, in referring to the new agree- 
ment, said: 

"The third agreement, whicli comes 
before your convention tor action, v.-ill 
be etfocUve on May I, it you approve 
it, and in its working metliod embraces 
a most radical departure froin the ar- 
bitration idea that has heretofore ob- 
tained, ; In place of ^ board composed 
of three members, with a chairman 
usually selected without regard for his 
knowledge of tlie newspaper puhlir.h- 
jng business and working conditions 
In a composing room, and whoso decls- 
lC)n;.Jwai^^«sl^ hit-or-niiss affair, 
wo noW'"i>rop08©.a board composed ot 
three •me*nberi3.;^ wft6 have most inti- 
mate kriowlbdgo of newspaper pro- 
duction, and three members wlio are 
presirned to liave knowledge of con- 
dltJons that obtain in composing 
room.s. I am aware that this Is to a. 
largo extent an experiment in indus- 
trial affairs on the North American 
continent, although' it has obtained for 
years in England. 1 am confident, 
however, that in all cases coming be- 
fore the trlbun;il constituted as oullln- 
e.-i, eventual decision will be rendc.'red, 
althougli in some cases there may be 
delay. That delay, linwevcr, will not

After a week ot rain and mist, our 
llrst Sabbath morning in llie High- 
land came in fair and full of sun- 
shine.

TJio opening meotlng 6i the new Can- 
adian Club was held in the handsome 
and splendldly-oqulppcd assembly hall 
of the School for the Blind. The In- 
terest -which the Canadian Club has 
awakened was evidenced by the very 
larj-je attendance of members and tho'.r 
friends, who illled the seating capacity 
of the main auc|ttorium and galleries. 
]^'any ladies added grace to the assem- 
blage, which in all respects was wor- 
thy of Halifax, and In its represen- 
tative character was a special com- 
pliment to the si)eaker who had passed 
through tho wildest storm of Iho sea- 
son to deliver hi» message to the young 
Canadian Club. 

Mr. George S. Campbell, president of 
the Club, was in tho chair, and among

President Campbell made a happy 
opening speech, In which he outlined 
the objects of the Canadian Club 
movement and gracefully Introduced 
the speaker. President Campbell said 
In part: "The Canadian Clubs which 
now dot the Dominion from Halifax 
to Victoria are not of long growth, but 
already they exercised a; marked In- 
fluence In moulding public opinion and 
shaping public policy. The aim of tho 
club is to create a healthy interest in 
Canadian affairs, to contribute to tho 
EOlution of national problems and to 
cultivate/ a broa4, wholesome Cana- 
dian 'spirit.' In this country of mag- 
nificent distances It was especially de- 
sirable that Halifax should have its 
Canadian Club. Wc want to avoid 
parochialism and to gain a broader 
outlook which, however, does not pre- 
clude giving attention to our own 
splendid province. The aim of the club 
..Is to bring 'US. In touch with .the best 
elements of Canadian life, and to that 
end Canadians with a message to de- 



oratcd and composed by tho sympa- 
thetic and practical genius of Cana- 
dian statesmanship and through four 
decades the nation has stood In over 
Increasing security, rlaing steadily into 
more stately proportions and sheltpr- 
irig within its far extending borders 
millions of prosperous freemen, re- 
cruited from every nation on tho tp.rth, 
and merging by direct and inevitable 
processes Into a common nationality. 
"A land," as the Psalmist has said, 
"of brooks of water, of fountains and 
depths that spring out of valleys and 
hills, a land wherein thou shall eat 
bread without scarceness, thou shalt 
not lack anything in it; a land out of 
whoso hills thou mayest dig brass," 
Position of the Eiistern Provinces. 

What has been the' £(irtutieVwfl -^^^ 
Is tho position of those eastern prov- 
inces in tho Confederation? Taste has 
been dellned as a faculty of coinciding 
with the opinion of the majority. It la 
Just hero that the desroe of taste to 
which I have attained may bo deter- 
mined. Now and again In Ontario, in 
tho press and from' the platform, ob-' 
servatlons are made and Judgments 
pronounced which aro distasteful to 
tho prevailing sontlment of those com- 
munities. You havo been described as 
the "shreds and patclics" of Confeder- 
ation. It lias been hinted that you aro 
low on freight rates and high on wharf 
appropriations. It' has been - said that 
tho dictum of a certain eminent Jour- 
nalist and politicians that elections 
are not carried by prayer lias had fre- 
quent and convincing demonstrailon 
in those provinces. It has been whis- 
pered that tho public appropriationa 
have a curious affinity for constituen- 
cies which aro represented by support- 
ers of government and that generally 
the political morals of Nova Scotia 
aro no hotter than they should be. It 
Is not Impossible, tliat out of my own 
ovil heart some, of tlieso strictures 
havo proceeded and that some of those 
judgments we|re;;preclpltate and b-ased 
upon Iraperfecl-Sknowledge, and cer- 
tain misunderstandings. It Is fair to 
remember, however, that tho editor 
speaks in tho plural, and the presump- 
tion is that ho has wicked associates 
who say the unflattering things which 
cannot be conveniently remembered on 
social and non-poUtlcal occasions. On 
tho other hand, now and again, In the 
press and from the platform In Nova 
Scotia, it is hinted that wo of Ontario 
aro not irreproachable In our politi- 
cal methods, that wo mako no Influ- 
ential contribution to tho national life, 
that we have the arrogance of the Ig- 
norant and the spirit of tho pharlsee, 
and that altogether we have at least a 
fair share of those mellowing and hu- 
man vices v/hlch At men for associa- 
tion with common luimaiiUy. But, 
hovvover this may be, God keep us 
both from playing tho pliarlsec, give 
to all of us courage to denounce public
